LONDON, Sept. 19.—‘‘If Christ. came 
to America now, He would be regarded 
as a criminal,’’ declares Bishop Ander- 
son of Boston, in an article contributed 
to today’s Reynolds's Illustrated News 
denouncing the unhealthy development 
in American public opinion as a result 
of the failure of. prohibition.

MONOPLANE TO CARRY 
10 PASSENGERS IN TEST 


Fokker Machine to Make First 
Such Attempt in History at 
Cartiss Field Today. 


For the first time in the history. of 
aviation an attempt will be made at 
Curtiss Field, Garden City, L. I., this 
afternoon to fly a monoplane carrying 
ten passengérs. .The new plane is a 
Fo. ¥F-7, designed by the Dutch avia- 
tor whese planes were used largely by 
the Germans during the World War. 

Previously all planes Gesigned to carry 

several passengers have been biplanes, 
but the new single-wing plane embodies 
features’ which the designer asserts 
makes it one of the safest airplanes in 
the world. The wing is exceptionally 
thick in the centre, just above the pas- 
a cabin,. and tapers off on both 
ends. 
The plane to be tested today is the 
first of two which Mr. Fokker will take 
on the Ford Reliability Tour over the 
country and which will later be demon- 
strated at the Pulitzer air races at 
Mitchel Field on Oct. 8, 9 and 10. The 
other plane has three engines and is de- 
signed to carry twelve passengers, 

The ‘cabins on both planes are 12 feet 
long, 5 feet wide and 5 feet 10 inches 
high, thus permitting an ordinary per- 
son to stand upright. The pilot’s cock- 
pit is directly in front. of the cabin and 
is.so arranged that passengers can see 
the pilot during a flight. Large up- 
holstered chairs are fitted fin tHe cabin 
and it is equipped.with a heafing and 
ventilating system. Baggage racks 
fastened over the seats and there is an 
extra. baggage compartment in the rear.

TO OPEN TOMORROW 


Navy Court Will Sit in Hangar at 
Lakeharst and May Permit 
Pablic to Attend.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Sept. 19.—Cap- 
tain Paul Foley, Judge Advocate of the 
Court of Special Inquiry which opens 
its hearings Monday at 1 o'clock into 
the causes of the Shenandoah disaster, 
arrived at the naval air stattion here 
last night.

There are capable men these depart- 
ments, but this very capability is fatal 
to them and their advancement. 

“There are plans of aircraft repre- 
senting the most advanced type of air- 
plane right here in this country which 
far exceed anything in aircraft develop- 
ment in the world today. These ma- 
chines are, strictly speaking, pbattle- 
ships of the air, capable of a sustained 
flight of about 3,500 ‘miles, gs a 
crew of 135, with an armament of forty- 
four guns which have a range of five 
miles. v 

‘This type of sate is nearly 300 feet 
across the wings, with a weight of over 
200,000 pounds, fully loaded. It has a 
capacity fifteen torpedo shelis of 
5,000 pounds each, any one of which 
could sink the most powerful battle- 
ship ever conceived. A _ single battle- 
plane of this character in a night at- 
tack could whip the. entire United 
States fleet. 

“There are plans in this country of 
smaller aircraft which have a speed un- 
thought of by. the inefficients in the 
War and Navy Departments. Can any 
of the plans be procured by the War 
and Navy Departments? Most assuredly 
so; but under no circumstances will 
‘they have anything to do with such a 
proposition because it would mean the 
end of their career, which is much 
more important than the blood and 
treasure of this country. >

SUFFERN, N. Y., Sept. 19.—Belief 
that coming inquiries into aircraft fail- 
ures ‘would show that the real blame 
was lack of adequate and modern equip- 
ment because of insufficient appropria- 
tions by Congress and not to any fault 
in the system of either the army or navy 
was expressed by United States Senator 
James W. Wadsworth Ir. in a speech at 
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a dinner of the Ramapo Valley. Repub- 
lican Club at the Eureka Hotel here to- 
night. ’ 

Senator Wadsworth also declarea 
against the theory of a separate avia~’ 
tion department in the United States 
service by asserting that in his opinion 
all wars were won in their last analysis 
by the infantry and that aircraft like 
all other branches designed to support 
the infantry should be trained with the 
infantry. 

He made a strong plea for the. main- 
tenance of the National Defense act, 
said that the army with its added func- 
tion of training future officers was now 
just managing to scrape along and de- 
clared that any further curtailment or 
appropriations would practically ruin it. 

“We are fearfully short of airplanes 
of the modern type,"’ sald Senator Wads- 
worth, who as Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs has in- 
timate knowledge of the situation. 
“The types we have developed are of 
the finest. Our army and navy avia- 
tors hold world’s records for long dis- 
tance and speed flights and I believé 
for altitude. We have been extraordi- 
narily successful in the development ana 
manufacture of airplanes and our flyers 
cannot be surpassed. The trouble is that 
we have not enough of them.” 

‘I am confident that when all this 
fuss is over, all this excitement and all 
this investigation about the condition of 
aviation and its relation’ to the national 
defense, it will be found that our real 
trouble has been that neither the army 
aviation nor the navy aviation has had 
the financial support’t6 which it was 
entitled, and that with reasonable ap- 
propriations there would have been no 
criticism or no reasonable werranty for 
criticism of our aviation policy.’’ 

Senator Wadsworth said he was cer- 
tain that the real fault was not in the 
War or Navy’ Department, The trouble 
was: that neither the. people nor Con- 
gress, the representative of the~ people, 
had given proper support to. the aviation 
branches of the army and navy and had 
not supplied those branches with proper 
and modern equipment. 

He believed that. aviation had a place 
‘of immense’ importance in national de- 
fense. He indicated that he did not be- 
Meve this place to be one of supreme 
importance and said the man who ruled 
the.earth in any kind of contest was the 
man who walked on ‘the earth with his 
own independent weapen—in other words, 
the doughboy.

All the appurtenances of scientific war- 
fare will be employed in the fight, which 
will cover five counties, while military 
representatives of most‘of the nations 
of the world will eagerly watch the 
manoeuvres as guests of the British War 
Office. . 

To give a proper realistic touch, for 
the benefit of those troops who have 
never seen real fighting, airplanes will 
descend to a low level and “‘strafe’’ the 
ground troops with machine guns loaded 
with blank ammunition.

Takes. New Measure Against Foot 
and Mouth Disease Outbreak. — 
HOUSTON, Texas, Sept. 19 (#).—De- 
cision to extend the quarantine against 
the foot and mouth disease to all coun- 
ties bordering on Texas counties in 
which the outbreak now exists was 
reached at a conference today between 
former Governor James E. Ferguson and 
Dr. Marion Imes, Federal district: chief 

of the Bureau of Animal! Industry. 

Mr. Ferguson said that the new quar- 
antine lines would be enforced, and he 
did not think martial law in the affected 
area would be necessary. 

“‘But,”’ he added, ‘if I find strong op- 
position to our activities I will not hesi-

under martial law.’’ 
Mr. Ferguson said he was assured of 


the backing of his wife, Governor Mir- 
lam Ferguson.. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Sept. 19 (#).—A 
State-wide quarantine against shipments 
from Texas into Pennsylvania of live 
stock and commodities which might 
transmit foot-and mouth disease, effec- 
tive next Monday, was announced today 
by Dr. T. E. Munce, head of the State 
Bureau of Animal Industry. The quar- 
antine applies to cattle, poultry, hides, 
hay and straw, and similar articles. 

he action, Dr. Mynce said, was due 
to the prevalence of the disease in Texas 
and failure of authorities in some sec- 
tlons of Texas to support Federal quar- 
antine regulations.

‘TOO MUCH” TALKING DONE 


hee ‘Says Court Could Allow Less 
Time for Argument Without 
Suffering Any Loss. 


The fact that the calendar of the 
United States Supreme Court is far be- 
hind, and that the judges are greatly 
overworked, was responsible in part for 
the recent suggestion by James M. Beck 
fim an address to the West Virginia Bar 
Association that appeals to the Su- 
preme Court be limited, and that the 
Court allow much less time than at 
present for argument.- 


Mr. Beck suggested that appeals be 
Mmited to those in which the Attorney 
General will certify that the Govern- 
ment, as a litigant, has an interest, 
and in private cases where a substan- 
tial jurisdictional or constitutional ques- 
tion is involved. He suggested that 
provision be made for leave to appeal 
in other cases purely as a matter of 

Estimating that the calendar, 
this means, could be cut down one- 
~<r'p and probably two-thirds, Mr. Beck 


on sBy reducing the calendar to a limited 
number of cases and,jeaving all others 
ny o to the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
all. 8 the golden days of the 
une would return. A member of the 
bar, given a subject for discussion and 
a reasonable time to make as good an 
argument as he could, would approxi- 
mate the arguments of e old days of 
* the court, and it would then become 
. as it was once, the greatest 
forum of intellectual. debate in the 
world.”’ 
On the proposition of limiting the 
time of argument, Mr. Beck said: 
“I know quite well that some of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court think 
ene hour is ample—in fact, one of them 


ig in favor of the Pennsylvania rule, }) 


that counsel have only a half hour. In 
my judgment, there are many cases 
“which cannot be adequately, submitted 
on briefs nor adequately discussed in 
one hour or two hours, or even longer. 
I. know it is said that a lawyer who 
cannot make his point within one hour 
is not fit for his work, but that is a 
generality and it is not borne out by 
the facts of many cases. . 


Cases in England. 


“Of course, you “can indicates the 
general purport of a contention, but 
when it comes to any such meticulous 
discussion as prevails in the English 
courts, such a limitation of time makes 
it impossible adequately to discuss a 
case. I argued a case a couple of years 
ago in the Privy Council, the Supreme 


Court of the British Empire. We were 
ven unlimited time. We took five 


8. 

“My colleague, who opened the case, 
réad substantially all of the important 
testimony to the court. Every case that 
Was cited, and not many were cited, 
Was not only discussed at the bar of 
the court, but the Justices had the vol- 
“umes of the reports in their hands when 

Was discussed. For five days across 
the table, in what was a very delightful 
conversation, that subject was discussed, 
and when that case.was submitted there 
was not a nook or cranny of the case 
that the court did not know on the 
facts; and as for the law, there was not 
@ pertinent case that it had not consid- 
ered with great deliberation. 

“I am not contending for five-day ar- 
guments. I think I never made but one 
argument that ‘lasted more than two 
hours.’ That was the Northern Securi- 
ties case, which I argued in St. Louis, 
and in which I spoke four hours. ,That 
is the head and front of my offending 
in that regard. Even in the Privy Coun- 
cil case, while my opponent took two 
and oné-half days and my colleague took 
two days, I took only two hours. But I 
do not believe in express train methods 
of decision in the Supreme. Court of the 
United States. Its golden days were in 
the old days of calm and leisurely de- 
Mberation.’’ 

Law Notes, in commenting editorially 
on Mr. Beck’s suggestions, said: 

Some Action Necessary. 

“With the present tendency toward 
the extension of the. functions.of the 
Federal Government, unless something 
is done the court will speedily be 
@wamped. Moreover, it tends to dero- 
gate from the prestige of the court to 
make it a common appellate court in 
which questions not of national impor- 
tance and not involving the Constitution 
are heard. It is a well known trait of 
human nature that many men respect 
most a power which is remote, difficult 
of access and rarely exercised. Ten 
years ago Federal officers were re- 
garded with considerable awe, because 
they were but rarely seen and then 
only on serious occasions, but since their 
prohibition activities ther command no 

age constable. 
From‘every angle Mr. Beck's suggestion 
seems a good one.” 

It is stated that Justice Riddell of 
Canada, in decidi a an application for 
counsel fees in the Ontario case of Orpen 
against the Attorney General, com- 
mented on the length of argument by 
counsel, and said: 

“I refuse to lay down or follow any 
Tule that the amount of the counsel fee 
is to depend, in whole or in’ part, upon 
the length of the argument. Every one 
with any experience in courts must 
know that the length of time an argu- 
ment takes is not infrequently in inverse 
proportion to the thoroughness of prepa- 
ration and effectiveness of presentation. 
Long lose, flabby dissertations coun- 
sel are a reproach to practice and a hin- 
drance to the speedy and effective de- 
termination of rights; and it is as great 
a breach of Magna Charta to delay as 
to'deny justice. 

‘“‘We have not yet adopted the rule 
which the Supreme Court of Canada was 
forced to lay down, of Hmiting the 
length of argument; but I trust we shall

” DEAT H IN CHICAGO 


Laid to Gang Revenging Dis- 
charge of Waitress. 


Special to The New York Times; 

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—Mrs. . Marion 
Jacobson, aged 41, wife of a north side 
hotel owner, had occasion recently to 
discharge a waitress whose. men com- 
Panions were not acceptable in the res- 
taurant. At that time some of these 
men returned to the restaurant and at- 
tacked Mrs. Jacobson. She caused their 
arrest for assdul with a deadly weapon, 
but nothing came of it. 

Early this morning Mrs. Jacobson mys- 
teriously disappeared from her home at 
about the hour her husband's. restau- 
rant was practically destroyed by a 
bomb. 

Four hours later her body was taken 
fromthe lake. She had been tortured to 
death and her body thrown into the 
water. On her face and body were 
many bruises and her hands and arms 
had been badly burned. 

The Coroner and police, who viewed 
the body and recalled threats of deaths 
she had received from the companions 
of the discharged waitress, are .con- 
vinced these men lured her from her 
home, burned her hands and arms and 
beat and kicked her to death and then 
tossed her mangled body into the lake 
at the foot of Oak Street. 

The preliminary post-mortem disclosed 
that scalding water had been poured 
over Mrs. Jacobson’s arms, legs and 
hands until the flesh dropped off. Light- 
ed matches or a torch of some kind had 
been used to sear her back and other 
parts of her body. No water was. found 
in her lungs, showing she was dead be- 
fore being thrown in the lake. 

The bombing of one of her husband's 
restaurants at about the time she was 
be’ tortured to death strengthens the 
belief that both outrages are the work 
of the gangsters who demanded that 
Mrs. Jacobson drop her charges against 
the dismissed waitress. After fhe girl 
had been discharged she returned and 
attacked Mrs. Jacobson with a knife and 
hatchet and was soon to have been tried 
for this assault. 


FORD PREDICTS FUEL 
FROM VEGETATION 


He Says Electricity Will Heat 
Cities in the Fuatare—Tells of 
Testing a New Flour. 


BOSTON, - Sept. 19 (7).—The time is 
coming when Americans will grow their 
own fuel: and American cities will be 
heated by electricity, Henry Ford is 
quoted as saying during his stay at his 
Wayside Inn in Sudbury, in an inter- 
view published by The Christian Science 
Monitor today. 

“The fuel of the future,’”’ he geaid, ‘‘is 
going to come from fruit like that su- 
mach out by the road, or from apples. 
weeds, sawdust—almost anything. There 
is fuel in every bit of vegetable matter 
that can be fermented. There's enough 
alcohol in one year’s yield of an acre of 
potatoes to drive the machinery neces- 
sary to cultivate the field for a hundred 
years. 

‘Electricity will heat American cities 

in the future. I think that is what we 
are going to use more and more in 
place of coal. Why not convert coal 
into electric power by burning it under- 
ground and sending it to the city from 
the mine without ever bringing it to the 
surface? That’s what they'll do in the 
fifture. When the time comes, ways 
will be found to dam up the necessary 
water for condensing the steam. 
. “We have a ‘lake’ on the roof of onc 
of my Michigan factories now for just 
that purpose. I’m beginning to send 
ela by wire instead of by freight- 
oad."* 





Turning to an explanation of his plans 
at the grist mill which he is having 
“built not far from the inn, Mr. Ford 
said: 

“I'm experimenting now with a new 
kind of flour. We're not ready to make 
an announcement yet, but it’s going to 
consist of flour made entirely of the so- 
called ‘germs’ of the wheat alone; in 
other words, from the most nutritious 
part, which is now entirely discarded 
by bakers.”’

GERMANS HONOR ‘ALLEN. 


Degree Is Conferred on American 
General for Relief Work. 
BERLIN, Sept. 19 (®%).—Major Gen. 
Henry T. Allen, former commanier of 
the American Army of Occupation in 
Germany, has received an honorary Doc- 
tor’s degree from the Medical. Faculty of 
the University of Frankfurt in recogni- 
tion of his relfef work on behalf of Ger- 

man children. 

It was a-few months after his return 
to the United States, after the American 
forces had been withdrawn from the 
Rhine, that General Allen assumed 
charge of an enterprisé for the feeding 
of 2,000,000 children of Germany during 
the Winter ‘of 1923-24 through the 
medium of the American Society of 
Friends. The committee asked for a 
fund of $10,000,000 and its work during 
that Winter was-so effective as to gain 
a message of praise and gratitude from 
the late President Ebert. About a year 
ago General Allen, during a visit to 
Berlin, announced that the need for this 
relief was over and the enterprise would 
be concluded. 

General Allen retired from the Amert- 
can Army soon after the Army of Occu- 
pation returned from the Rhine.

| BEER SEIZED TO PAY 


WORKERS, SUIT, ‘S CHARGE 


Mexico’s Action , Basis of Move 
Maile - Here to Indemnif y 


Assertions that the Mexican Govern- 
ment emptied the beer from. the vats of 
a brewing company in Mexico City and 
gave it to the brewery’ workmen in lieu 
of their wages are made in a suit filed 
inthe United States Court yesterday 
by~Albert Schwill & Co, and Dalmatio 
Scrivanitch of Philadelphia against the 
American Manufacturers. Credit Insur- 
ance Exchange for a total of $100,626. 

The. complaints, filed by the law firm 
of Willcox, Hunt & Swiger of 100 East 
Forty-second Street, are based on in- 
demnity policies ‘issued to members of 
the defendant exchange to Insure them 


against losses due to the insolvency of 
concerhs purchasing merchandise from 
them in foreign countries, The question 
involved in the present action is whether 
the condition of the Cervecerfa Orizaba, 
the Mexican brewery in question, 
amounted’ to insolvency. 

The papers show that the Schwill case 
is based on the sale,of 40,000 bushels 
of malt in 1922, for which $13,596 is un- 
a aid, The Scrivanitch claim is. for $87,- 

4 for other supplies and equipment 
shipped to Mexico City from Philadel- 
phia. In asserting that the condition of 
the Orizaba brewery amounted to in- 
solvency’ at the time the suit / was 
brought, the complaints allege at in 
October, 1923, the Mexican Government 
made a demand on the brewery for 
$225,000 for unpaid taxes, and on Nov. 
1 of that year assessed a fine of $300,000 
against the brewery for fraudulent en- 
tries alleged to have been made in the 
books for the purpose of avoiding taxes. 
It is alleged further that between De- 
cember, 1923, and Mareh 1, 1924, when 
the brewery was shut down, 30,000 cases 
of bottles and 10,000 kegs were taken 
out of the possession of the brewing 
company. 

The complaints say “that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment took possession of the brewery 
and ‘‘offered to the workmen the beer 
in the vats of said brewery as payment 
for their unpaid wages, and thereupon 
the said workmen Zou all or a great 
part of ‘the said beer.’ 

In view of these Siegeticihe the plain- 
tiffs contend that a case of insolvency 
has been made out, justifying the pay- 
ment of the indemnity insurance under 
the terms of the policies. 


TRY SPANISH PRIEST 
AS MILITARY PLOTTER 


Prison Chaplain, Before Court- 
Martial at Barcelona, Denies 
Accusations.

BARCELONA, Spain, Sept. 19 ().— 
The existence of an alleged military 
conspiracy in Catalonia became known 
today ‘for the first time when the Rev. 
Antonio Bach y Puig, prison. chapfain, 
was placed on trial before a court- 
martial. He is charged with the crimes 
of military conspiracy and illegal pos- 
session of arms. ;. 

According to the allegations, the priest 
last November in Perpignan, France, 
conferred with a man named Macia re- 
garding the founding of an organization 
called ‘‘The Catalonian Army.’’ When 
he returned to Spain he was -arrested. 
A membership card of a Catalonian 
separatist party made out in his name, 
stamps of the future State of Catalonia 
and a loaded revolver were found on 
him. The police assert that he was 
smuggling “deserters across the French 
border to swell the ranks of the Cata- 
lonian Army, 

Bach in -his defense denied that his 
conversation with Macia dealt with ‘po- 
litical issues. The membership card be- 
longed to’ a nephew, who happened: to 
have the,same name as himself. The 
signature on the card, he added, was 
not his. As to the stamps, the priest 
said he had purchased them for his 
stamp collection. He justified his pos- 
session of the revolver by saying that 
as a prison chaplain he was authorized 
to carry it without a license, 

The trial has not ‘been completed.

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IN FIGHT OVER POODLE 


Police Separate Contestants Who 
Hold Street Tug of War With 
Disputed Dog. 


to- Morningside -Heights yesterday when 
Mrs. Lena Zipfel of 401 West 118th 
Street contested ‘its ownership with 
pretty Miss Gladys Chadsey, a 20-year- 
old girl student of 100 Morningside Drive, 
causing a commotion that drew scores 
of persons and blocked traffic.

While the verbal clash continued, some 
one telephoned the West 110th Street 
police station, and Policemen James 
Green, Patrick Keane and John Everlich 
reported in haste to \the scene of the 
conflict. They errived just in time, for 
the poodle, hitherto preserving a pro- 
found neutrality, was beginning to get 
angry as Miss Chadsey clung to its 
fore paws while Mrs. Zipfel tugged at a 
hind leg and tail. Mrs. Zipfel managed 
to get the rest of the dog while the po- 
lice were attempting to make peace. 

After tne police had dispersed the 
crowd, Miss Chadsey explained that the 
dog belonged to Daniel Lindsay, son of 
Professor Samuel McClune Lindsay of 
Columbia University.

CITY MARSHAL TO WRITE. 


Jacob Cash Plans a Book Telling 
Difficulties of His Task. 


The difficulties confronting a City 
Marshal in his duties, and the need for 
calling the attention of the State Legis- 
lature to ‘flagrant faults in our civic 
laws,’ are to be set before the public 
shortly in a book written by City Mar- 
shal Jacob Cash. 

In an advertisement appearing in the 
personal columns of New -York papers 
yesterday Marshal Cash announced that, 
while our laws as a whole are just, 
certain of them are faulty and work 
hardship upon innocent persons. He ap- 
pealed to the public to send him facts 
and data wherever laws had caused per- 
sonal hardships. 

‘The trouble is," Marshal Cash said, 
“that most people don’t know anything 
about our laws. I have been in business 
for eleven years and have handled more 
than 100,000 case. And I have lost a lot 
of money because jurors weren’t able 
to interpret the meaning of the law. 
This ignorance of the law on the part 
of the man in the street works tothe 
disadvantage of the public both ways.” 

Marshal Cash said his book would 
combine a practical course in citizen- 
ship and law-making with his own ex- 
periences. It will not be ready for pub- 
lication, he said, fog about eight or 
ten ‘weeks. 


BUILDS PATH IN OAK WOODS. 


Botanical Garden Opens New Way 
Through Its Scenic Beauties. 

A new path, opening to the public new 
beauties through oak woods, has just 
been completed at‘the New York Botan- 
ical Garden. 

It 1s about 1,200 feet long and leads 
from the eastern: end of the Rose Gar- 
den south to Pelham Parkway, provid- 
ing the most direct way from the Pel- 
ham Parkway station to the Rose Gar- 
den, the gorge of the Bronx River and 
the Hemlock Forest. 

“It was partially constructed last 
year and has now been economically 
completed.

“The woodland traversed is nearly all 
red oak, black oak and scarlet oak, and 
labels have been made and affixed to 
many of the trees,

viburnum, witch hazel and low, blue- 
berry, form much of the undergrowth, 
and wild flowers of many kinds are 
abundant in their seasons, white wood 
asters being in full bloom at this time.’’

The health of New York City dur- 
_ing the month of .August was excel- 
lent, according to a report made yes- 
terday to Health Commissioner Dr. 
Frank ‘J. Monaghan by Dr. William

Citing that it is alleged that the stock 
of books is decreasing, the official re- 
port is quoted to show that the conges- 
tion on the shelves makes the problem 
of additional space grave. 

The letter, on which the library heads 
were asked to comment, follows: 

“During the past month = scores. of 
statements have appeared in the news- 
papers’.to the ‘effect that the stock of 
books -in the New York Public Library 
is decreasing. The main building at 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-second Strest 
pagoxercd with posters calling attention 
to the plight of the library. This cam- 
peign is being staged by the Library 
taff Association as & means of con- 
vincing the Board cf Estimate that a 
large appropriation should be made for 
library purposes in thé budget for 1926, 
including a salary. rise of $400 a year 
to each Hbrary employe. 

“When we turn to the official report 
of the. library ‘trustees we read that, 
‘The matter of shelf ‘space is one to 
cause grave concern. The shelves are 
filled almost to capacity, and many sec- 
tions are already overcrowded. Since 
1920 the issue of books has increased 51 
per cent. Records of books called for 
but not available show a reduction. of 
13.7 per thousand volumes in 1921 ‘to 
6.6 in 1922, 8.3 in 1025 and 2.5 in 1924.’ 

“It is true that the. branch ‘libraries 
are unable to supply all the latest -fic- 
tion to borrowers tor home reading, but 
some of our’ most thoughtful advisers 


say that the ,people are reading too 
much fiction.’

For four, years 
the funds available for the purchase of 
books have been so inadequate that it 
is amazing that the decrease in/ book 
stock has not been more rapid... Unable 
to replace ‘wornout standard books con- 
stantly néeded, the old copies have been 
retained when long unfit for use. With- 
out funds needed to purchase the most 
essential itams, the ‘librarians see .stu- 
dents unsatisfied; and old borrowers 
alienated, while they are unable to at- 
tract new borrowers. Without the nec- 
|essary books e library is helpless to 
serve the student or the .adult who 
feels-the need of self-education. Under 
such conditions constructive work is:im- 
possible and much-needed: development 
of service becomes, st: mere mark-

The fact that the thief left other elab- 
orate carvings in jade, ivory and quartz 
to take these three convinced him that 
the robbery Was the work of a: collector. 

“The thief easily could have taken a 
lot of stuff ‘that’ would sell better than 
the missing pjeces,” Mr. Kleykamp said. 
‘‘Between the two jades was an’ elab- 
orate carving of a tree in imperial green 
and white jade. A market for it would 
be easy to find, also for a lot of jade 
pendants and earrings, as well as for 
a string of seed pearls in plain sight. 
Whoever. took them was inspired by a 
collector's passion, I believe.” 

Detectives said that only a very small 
man or a boy could have gotten through 
the hole in the door. They believe that 
the thief pointed out the pieces early in 
the evening before the ‘lights were 
turned out.to a boy accomplice and 
then some time during the night cut 
out the pane and gent his agent to get 
them. They were not insured. Mr, 
Kleykamp. was robbed about six months

EARTHQUAKE RESTORES 
ST. FRANCIS PORTRAIT 


Ruins of Historie Santa” 
Barbara Mission. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 19 P).—The 

Santa Barbara earthquake, which did 

great damage to the historic mission 


Franciscan padres of one of the mis- 





sion's greatest treasures, a portrait of 
St. Francis of Assisi, founder of the 
Franciacan Order of Monks. 

When the earth tremor rocked the 
walls of the old monastery, the painting 
of the saint came crashing to the floor. 
In a niche of the walls this painting had 
been lost to sight for years behind coats 
of varnish, shellac and other preserva- 
tives. : 

The mission fathers rescued the pic- 
ture from the débris. Inspection proved 
it worthy of restoration, It was sent 
to Los Angeles, and Theodore N. Lukits, 
portrait painter, was engaged for the 
task. 

First, Mr. Lukits explained, the por- 
trait will be fastened, face down, to a 
sheet of paper. Then, a thread at a 
time, the ancient broken canvas will be 
removed from the film of paint and a 
new canvas, prepared to resist heat and 
cold, will be glued to the back of the 
picture. The new canvas in place, the 
artist will reverse the work and remove 
layers of dirt and preservatives. 

“tnder the varnish,’’ Mr, Lukits said, 
“I hope to find the artist’s name. We 
know that a master did the work, but 
his name has become invisible below the 
dirt. The painting is worth conserva- 
tively $20,000." 

The portrait, known to be 150 years 
old and for 130 years in the Santa Bar- 
bara Monastery, is five feet by three 
feet ten inches. It shows the saint, clad 
in sackcloth, in an attitude of rayon

eyes are raised to a crucifix, while back 
of the Bible lies a human skull, ap- 
parently a grim reminder of the fleeting 
nature of temporal things.

REVOLUTION WHILE YOU 
WAIT. 


"The assertion that Secretary KELLOGG, 
with the backing of President CooLmDGE, 
excluded Mr. SAKLATVALA, an avowed 
Communist and revolutionist, because 
this Government does not “dare” te al- 
low revolution to be discussed, falls on 
the far side.of absurdity. Nothing is 
more glibly discussed than the “ impend- 
ing revolution.” An immense amount of 
lip-serviceis done it. The idea is toyed 
with in dilettante publications that hold 
their: breath in amazement at their own 
radical opinions which nobody else mo- 
tices. It appears in magazines, in

THE FUTURE OF COAL.~- 

While the American public ‘worries 
about a temporary stoppage in the ac- 
customed flow of anthracite coal, Eng- 
land and Germany are deeply concerned 
about the exhaustion of their entire do- 
mestic fuel supply. Mothered by neces- 
sity, invention in both countries is busy 
with the problem of substitutes and more 
effective utilization of existing resources. 
Within. the past few weeks interest in 
both countries has been quickened by re- 
ports that German investigators are per- 
fecting a process whereby bituminous 
coal may be converted on a vast com- 
mercial scale into oil and other essential 
products. British companies, it is re- 
ported, are urging their Government to 
back similar experiments there. 

In a recent article published in The 
Fortnightly Review, Mr. LANCELOT Law- 
TON paints a black picture of England’s 
diminishing coal supply and the mount- 
ing costs of bringing what is left to the 
surface. “ With four-fifths of our peo- 
ple engaged in industrial pursuits,” he 
remarks, “and d dent_.on, foreign 
“markets for food and raw materials, 
“cheap power is as essential for exis- 
“tence as the very air which we breathe,” 
and asserts that “it rests with the pres- 
“ent generation to determine whether it 
“will painfully and slowly traverse this 
“downward path, or whether it will 
“drastically reorganize the coal indus- 
“try.” The only hope for the future 
which Mr. LAawTon can find lies in the 
development on a large scale of low tem- 
perature carbonization. Almost while 
he was writing, Dr. DursBera, President 
of the great German Badische Chemical 
Works—which have been experimenting 
in coal carbonization and have recently 
acquired control of extensive low-grade 
coal fields in Central Germahy—hinted 
in a public speech at an important de- 
velopment in German industry based on 
new discoveries of great moment. 

Scientists have long been aware of the 
latent possibilities in coal .which the 
present methods of consumption throw 
to the four winds in smoke and gases. It 
has been calculated that with an efficient 
process for distilling its constituent parts 
a ton of bituminous coal can be made to 
produce for the consumer 1,500 pounds 
of smokeless fuel »without slate ash, a 
month’s supply of cooking gas, forty 
miles of motor fuel and tar sufficient to 
lay the dust in front of his house—rep- 
resenting a total value fourteen times 
the mine cost of the original coal. Had 
there been sufficient economic incentive 
in the United States, such a process would 
probably have long since been evolved. 
But anthracite coal has been reasonably 
plentiful, and oil has flowed freely. Nor 
has there been any great demand in this 
country for the coal-tar products, an in- 
dustry which Germany has so systemati- 
cally developed. Thus we go on wast- 
ing a large proportion of the potentiali- 
ties of coal and allow our European 


neighbors to lead us in the effort to 
them. 








A “RADICAL” CURE FOR-WAR. 


Though among the foremost champions 
of last year’s Protocol, Louis LOUCHEUR 
has called upon the League of Nations 
to summén an economic conference as 
affording “a radical cure for war.”

MAPPING THE STATES. 


Last Winter the Engineering Council 
succeeded, after two years of publicity, 
in getting through Congress the Temple 
bill providing for the completion of the 
topographic map of this country. At the 
rate at which the work was proceeding, 
with inadequate appropriations, jt would 
have taken 100 years to finish the job. 
Upon surveys and mapmaking $15,000,- 


45 per cent. of the area of the United 
States has been covered; but because of 
the small scale on which the early maps 
were drawn, at least 15 per cent. of 


- work will have to be done again. 


inch to the mile is the scale of the later 
maps, and jit is found to be satisfactory. 
While more than half the States are co- 
operating with the Federal Government, 
by appropriating dollar for dollar, some 
of them have been interested only in 
maps of certain localities. Appropria- 
tions have been stopped in some States. 
In most of the Southern and in many 
of the Western States very little work 
has been done, but there are States—for 
instance, New York, Ohio, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Tennessee, Ohio, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Utah, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia—that are provided with practi- 
cally a full set of maps. One of the pur- 
poses of the Temple act is to obtain the 
cooperation of all the States. If that can 
be done, the Geological Survey should 
have “every square mile of territory 
mapped within twenty years. 

The topographical maps, sold by the 
Government in: sheets. at cost or less, 
have been a boon to engineers, surveyors, 
landscape gardeners, promoters, planters, 
farmers, and to mountain climbers, 
hikers, anglers and all outdoor people. 
By their aid one can find his way about 


from the natives. Every elevation, slope, 
lake, stream, brook, contour; road ‘and

Mr. THAYER, however else inimitable,

“What though the ‘‘sinkers"’ smack of doughs? 


Doughs there be finding wing. 

These royal doles to the populace are 
dangerous. Our illuminate and purple

NEW REDWOODS FOR OLD. 


In spending much time and money 
planting seedlings of the giant redwood 
trees in California the lumbermen of to- 
day are. putting into practice the theory 
that the best conservation policy pro- 
vides for the future. Despite the ter- 
ribly destructive inroads on the redwood 
forests made during the last half cen- 
tury by their predecessors, the campaign 
to save the remaining areas from de- 
struction has met with a good measure of 
success, and experience has shown that 
reforestation is practicable. The red- 
wood is one of the fastest growing coni- 
fers, and once the seedling is firmly 
rooted it appears to withstand all ene- 
‘mies but man. To be sure, it requires 
from fqur hundred to a thousand years 
for it to reach full maturity. But even 
at the age of thirty or forty years it is 


' a large tree, sometimes reaching a height 


of 100 feet. 

How the difficult task of obtaining the 
rare seeds of the redwood and of plant- 
ing and transplanting them has been ac- 
complished is fully described in the Sep- 
tember nutiber of Nature Magazine by 


WALLACE HUTCHINSON of the Forest Ser-. 


vice. The redwood, he points out, is 
notorious for the high percentage of in- 
fertility of its seeds,-with the result that 
it is necessary to scour the forests in 
order to obtain good seeds even in com- 
paratively small quantities. When plant- 
ed under favorable auspices in nurseries 
they grow readily. Great care is needed, 
however, in transplanting them. _ This 
work is carried on by experts after the 
rainy season begins and is confined to 
regions where the redwood formerly 
grew. During the last two planting 
seasons about 3,800 acres. of cut-over 
redwood land have been . restocked, 
and it is expected this year to replant

Buying at retail by the 
general public is just 
now coming in for a 
closer scrutiny than 
usual. Purchases for 
Fall ‘are rapidly getting under way, 
being stimulated whenever the temper- 
ature shows signs of dropping, as it 
did a few days last week. The -atti- 
tude of the ultimate consumer is the 
important factor that will determine, 
to a great extent, the buying policy of 
the stores and keep in motion the flow 
of goods through distributing channels. 
Thus far, the indications’ in this and 
other big trading centres have been 
distinctly favorable, considering that 
the season is just beginning, Not only 
have the inquiries been more frequent 
but the sales responses to the store 
offerings have been on a more liberal 
scale than in the corresponding period 
last year. Furniture, floor coverings 
and other household furnishings have 
come in for a good share of: attention, 
@nd so also have shoes “afd hats for 
both men and women as wél]l as dress 
“accessories and haberdashery. In some 
localities women's ready-to-wear is 
moving somewhat slower than was 
wished, but ‘this is ascribed to weather 
conditions, a change in which is ex- 
pected to lead to brisker buying. Tak- 
ing everything into account, retailers 
afe encouraged and, should! their ex» 
pectations turn out as expefted, they 
are likely to,be in the market. with 
reorders for the next month or.so.

Aside from the 
effort to stifle competition, the action 
of the association is an attempt to aid

Prices were advanced and have kept 
firm, and there is more of a dis- 
position to trade dhead. - Whatever 
changes may be ahead in the cost of 
the raw material are not deemed to 
be ‘sufficiently marked.to have much 
bearing on the cost of fahrics. ‘This 
gives more confidence to the trade, 
even though spinners have not been 
overgenerous in the matter of their 
purchases of the raw cotton. With 
the advances in price of gray goods 
have come corresponding ones in those’ 
of bleached and other finished fabrics.

Express clerks have been assigned to 
the shipping‘ rooms: of heavy shippers 
and to big. buildings to help prepare 
shipments for prompt pick-up ‘by call 
wagons and trucks. 

"The movement of the great express 
vehicle fleet’ in operation in this city— 
amounting to some 1,600 units—is closely 
supervised, with a view to maintaining 
speed and: eliminating lost motion.

, A dispatcher at headquarters knows 
the approximate location of every ex- 
press unit on the streets throughout 
the city. Inspectors are constantly in 
touch with him. O drivers report di- 
rectly, so that no fele carries an 
empty load ‘but is efficiently employed 
at every hour of thé day. In this way, 
the requirements are’ met of business 
houses, as received through drivers. and 
clerks ‘dealing. daily with them or 
through calls placed by: telephone., 
Whenever a shipper has business to re- 
lease, a call wagon can be summoned to 


Pick it up. 


“Some 450 solid cars of express, and 

often more, are forwarded daily from 
the various terminals in New York and 
those in the Jersey side of the Hudson 
every day. Most of these move in ex- 
clusive express trains and, in other 
cases, on passenger trains. When the 
wagons and motor trucks bring their 
loads to the poper terminals, another 
phase of the express method of handling 
is carried on: The shipments must be 
tallied, weighed, way-billed and sorted 
to the. proper through express cars, 
which are set out in definitely assigned 
order for prompt train departure at the 
scheduled hour. .

What Was Discloied as Result of 
an Inquiry by Retail Mer- 
chants in Boston. © 


tomers: is one of the ever-present prob- 
lems ‘of modern retailing: The pressure 
of competition in service, as well as_on 
merchandise and prices, it is pointed out, 
has mgede many merchants fearful of the 
consequences of denying even unreason- 
able demands for refunds and credit. 
Boston. merchants, through their Retail 
Trade Board, have made an initial: sur- 
vey of the reasons for ‘returns and the 
kinds..of mierchandise most frequently 
sent ‘back. THey have compiled figures 
and arrived at certain conclusions which 
have been briefly digested for the mem- 
bers of the National Retail Dry Goods 
Assoclation by Benjamin .White of the 





The reasons for the return of merchan- 
dfse; Mr. White points out; were divided 
into three main divisions. These were 
merchandise reasons, delivery reasons 
and customers’.reasons. The merchan- 
dise reasons included imperfect goods, 
wrong size, sold, wrong size sent, -wrong 
size marked. on goods, wrong color and 
the question of whether or not the 
merchandise fitted, and also merchan- 
dise sent on approval. 

Under delivery reasons came damaged 
delivery, wrong address, ‘‘sent out three 
times’® and delayed delivery. Under 
customers’. reasons listed were: Fault 
of the credit’ department, the. wrong 
size ordered, changed mind and no rea- 
son stated, 

“Out of all the merchandise,”’ says 
Mr. White, ‘‘that was_returned by cus’ 
tomers to the repartments surveyed, on 
the basis of 100 per cent. for the whole, 
these are the classes of merchandise and 
the percentage of returns: Women’s and 
misses’ sweaters and waists, 18.6; in- 
fants’ wear, 11.3; juniors’ and girls’, all 
departments, 10.6; women’s and misses’ 
millinery, ‘13.9; women’s and misses’ 
shoes and findings, 11.9; women’s coats, 
6.3; women’s suits, 3.5; women’s dresses, 
9.1; misses’ coats, 5.2; misses’ suits, 1.4, 
and misses’ dresses, 8.6 per cent. 

“The reasons for the returns in this 
compilation were found to be as follows: 
Customer changed her mind, 35.3 per 
cent.; no, reason given, 32.3 per cent. 
This latter -percentage is probably ac- 
counted for by the fact that‘no store 
cared to press the customer for a rea- 
son. Other factors were the question of 
price, 1.8 per cent.;, family didn’t like 
the , selection, 1 per’ cent.; imperfect 
goods, 1.4 per cent.; wrong size sold, 
10.8 per cent.; wrong size sent, 0.9 per 
cent.;. wrong size marked, 0.9 per cent. ; 
wrong color, 2.2 per cent.; sent on ap- 
proval, 7 per cent.; for delivery reasons, 
0.9 per cent.; credit reasons, 1.1 per 
cent.; wrong size ordered, 8.1 per cent., 
and, no information procurable, 2.4 per 
cent. 

‘*‘Among the reasons given for the re- 
turn of merchandise, the highest per- 
centage of replies simply stated that the 
customer had changed her mind. That 
“reason, of course, tells only half the 
‘story. The thing that the store wants 
to know _is why the customer changed 
her mind, but, in this experiment in 
Boston, we felt it was better not to press 
too hard for a full explanation. After 
the first gle mga was completed, 
it was the opinion of merchants that it 
should be followed up by a similar 
study after a year had passed. 

“The first investigation covered a pe- 
riod of eight weeks. The amount of 
returns recorded in that time in the va- 
rious stores was the. neighborhood of 
three-quarters of a million dollars.’’

Discussing the efficient conduct of the 
credit department of a specialty shop 
and, -to some extent, that of a depart- 
ment re, Charles H. Tumasel, credit 
managér of Milgrim’s of this city, said 
yesterday that, where.such a department 


to resort to collectors who are attached 
to the store's payroll, collection. agencies 
or lawyers. “The aim is prevention 
rather than cure,” he declared, “and so 
there must’ be special stressing of the 
proper method im opening and handling 
the charge account. 

“The credit manager,” he, continued, 
“must meet the individual charge cus- 
tomer, so that he has the opportunity 
of studying the temperament for ‘dun- 
ning time’ and be so well acquainted as 
to know her whenever she should visit 
the establishment. In this way and in 


the course of each conversation he will 
obtain valuable credit information not 
secured from) reports or elsewhere, 

“He must handle all the complaints of 
charge customers even to visiting the 
fitting floor with the patron so as_to 
secure her good-will and hasten colléc- 
tions, and take no rebuff when writing 
or calling for remittances. Form letters 
and other communications sent in rou- 
tine fashion must be scrupulously avoid- 
ed and any letter. or telephone call must, 
fit the individual case. If statements 
with self-addressed envelopes are en- 
closed, these will be sufficient hint that 
payment is desired, and the patron will 
not be embarrassed as by form letters. 

“If the bill is overdue and statements 
or letters are sent, a week's time should 
elapse before telephoning those of this 
group who have not responded. If some 
other complaint is then voiced, such as 
Geftectiveness of material, workmanship, 
&c., the credit ‘manager’s assistant, who 
is telephoning, should express a keen 
desire to adjust the matter and ‘suggest 
accompanying the customer to the de- 
partment involved. If, however, a re- 
mittance is-assured for a certain date 
and ts not forthcoming, the debtor should 
be telephoned to on the next day. 

“If she expresses keen willingness to 
pay but.is prevented by temporary finan- 
cial embarrassment, whole-hearted co- 
operation should be assured to render 
matters easier for her. Instalments 
sho suggested, provided they 
are remitted unfailingly every month. 
In such instances there should be~a 
prompt follow-up the day after payment 
is expected. . 

“If requests. to ‘the wife are ig- 
nored, one should politely apply to the 
husband and in this way influence col- 
lections. At no time should one employ 
threats, as they are unwarranted, stupid 
and conclusive dempnstration that the 
credit manager no longer masters. the 
situation, One can as effectively send 
telegrams, special delivery and regis- 
tered letters, which doubtlessly are more 
politely worded because we wish to pre- 
serve patronage, instead of following the 
drastic measures of the collection agency 
wiiose function is solely to collect speed- 
dly and secure its fee. A collector em- 
ployed by the house should not call on 
the customer, as this is insulting and 
has no more weight than usual proce- 
dures, 

‘‘What is more effective than a con- 
tinued daily telephone call to the wife 
at home and one to’ the husband at his 
office reminding him of the Dill, as well 
as leaving messages. with the maid, 
switchboard ‘operator or secretary? Like 
the eroding action of water constantly 
dripping upon.a stone, the task’ will. be 
accomplished gradually and with abso- 
lute certainty, Patience must be the 
guiding spirit and unceasing faith in 
ultimate’ suctéss. ; ; 

“If the credit manager gives his col- 
lections to the collection agency -.and 
they collects it is-Ymerely because it is 
an outside ‘source’ frightening the debtor. 
A summons served ‘on the delinqyent 
will have as powerful an influence and 
thereby the colléction agency ‘will not 
reap the benefits of the credit man- 
ager’s hard work up to that point. 

“If it is a small claim, particularly in- 
volving the locating of the debtor, the 
collection agency will not be annoyed, 
as the commission to be obtained will 
not warrant more than a certain ex- 
penditure, Furthermore, it is incom- 
prehensible how an agency can collect

WHAT PRICE CUTTING DOES. 


Pressure on Makers of .Women’s 
Wear Also Hits Textile Men. 

Attempts by certain retailers or groups 
to force price-cutting on women’s gar- 
ments ‘are making trouble for makers of 
textiles as well as of those of the fin- 
ished. goods, according to M. Mosessohn, 
Executive: Chairman of the Women’s 
Wear League of America. ‘‘For some 
time now,” said. he yesterday, ‘‘makers 
of ready-to-wear garments for women 
have been voicing protests agafrst ‘the 
pressure that is being put on them: to 
cut prices on their goods. Possibly~with- 
out realizing it, they have also been 
speaking for the concerns from ‘which 
they buy their various materials. 

‘In most showrooms today the query 
is, ‘How much can you cut this price if I 
order so many garments?’ This question 
now comes from buyers and from houses 
which never before have employd such 
tactics: In the retailer’s mad rush for 
volume business, with a narrow margin 
of profit, -he is almost forcing the manu- 
facturer to cut out his profits entirely. 

“The manufacturer yields in some 
cases, thinking it is a special instance 
and that he will retain business which 
will, during the season, be. profitable. 
He soon finds, however, that this is a 
rule. of conduct, not a chance occurrence. 
And he finds that if he isto retain the 
business he must figure, .to the: last 
quarter of a cent, how he can cut prices 
in his own markets to keep his’ head 
above water. Therefore the piece goods 
houses: find themselves being pushed to- 
ward financial loss in the desperate at- 
tempt of the manufacturer to ‘stay in 
business at all. bs 

‘Furthermore, the most important ele- 
ment in the needle trades—the mainten- 
ance ef style values—is practically elim- 
inatesl, for fine textiles, exquisite designs 
and ; other. earmarks .of superior 
workmanship that must be developed in 
some degree of leisure and security are 
lost sight of.. The manufacturer cannot 
afford to. buy the best materials because 
even many of his customers, who here- 
tofore have always upheld style value 
and stood’ behind the quality of every 
garment sold in their departments, are 
abandoning their established dignity and 
high level of trade ethics. 

‘Therefore the textile houses feel the 
loss particularly in the better Jines of 
goods, those fabrics that withstand wear 
and do not look shabby as soon as they 
are worn a dozen times. ermore 
they feel the pinch in the garment manu- 
facturer’s asking, in his turn, what Tre- 
duction can be made on an order.

Exchahge Is Now at.a,Rate Where 
Shipments to America Might 
Be Profitable.

|-PROFIT MARGIN SMALLER 


Seasonal pressure on sterling ex- 
change, which has sent the rate below 
what had been regarded as the gold ex- 
port point from. London to New York, 
is creating considerable discussion as to 
the possibility of gold being shipped 
here from England. The general im- 
pression here is that there will be no 
gold shipments to, New York, but so 
many factors enter into the situation 
that a conflict of opinion on the subject 
exists, 

There is considerable confusion as to 
the exact point at which gold shipments 
would be called for, as the situation has 
been changed by new costg for freight, 
insurance, handling and other factors 
since the war. Last April, when Great 
Britain returned to the gold standard, 
the London banking house of Sdmuel 
Montagu & Co. calculated that the golil 
export point was $4.8480. New York 
bankers estimate that it becomes prof- 
itable to ship gold from England to New 
York when sterling. reaches $4.84}}. 
Sterling closed on Saturday at $4.84/,. 

In 1914 the gold export point was 
Placed at $4.82 and a fraction, but an 
examination of the record shows that 
the moveement of gold did not always 


fluctuate: with exchange rates. In 1912, 
for instance, at a time when heavy gojd [ 
shipments were being made from Lon- 
don to the United States,’ sterling was 
at about $4.85. Conditions in the money 
markets here and in’ London exert an 
influence, and also the movements of 
balances. There have been times also 
when the Bank of England, in order to 
maintain a certan rate, has shipped gold 
.to forestall undue pressure on exchange. 


a 


Shipments Not Immediate. 


Bankers point out that the descent of 
the sterling rate below any given point 
would not at once call for the ship- 
ment of gold. Such operations would 
wait for something of a margin after 
the theoretical point was passed: One 
factor among many others affecting the 
situation is the speculative aspect. The 


world knows that with the large credits 
available in New York sterling is going 
to remain relatively near par indefinite- 
ly, so that a marked decline in the rate 
would cause a. demand from: operators 
in many countries, which would auto- 
matically, stiffen the value of sterling. 

Since Great Britain’s return to the 
gold standard the Bank of England’s 
gold holdings increased by £8,000,000, of 
which £3,000,000 has been lost since’ the 
recent reduction in the Bank of Eng- 
land’s discount rate, making a, net gain 
of £5,000,000 in gold over last April. 
Under these conditions some bankers 
believe that England would be willing 





| ranged in New York as.an emergency 


to allow shipments of gold to New York 
if the situation called for it rather than 
to utilize the $300,000,000 credits ar- 


| measure. These bankers point out that 
pressure on sterling is normal at this 
time of the year when heavy purchases 
of cotton, grain, and other. commodities 
are being made in America by England 
and that the situation might be left to 
take care of itself under the ‘‘business 
as usual’’ doctrine. 

Opposed to this, however, is the view 
that the rate cannot be expected to go 
low enough to call for shipments in 
any: volume.’ It is pointed out that it 
is not profitable to ship gold in small 
quantities, and that if a bank collected 
a number of commercial accounts “for 
a gold,shipment pool, each of the busi- 
ness organizations represented would 
find that its pro rata share would be 
so large as to leave little if any profit 
on the transaction. 


European Situation a Factor. 


In addition to commodity purchases, 
the sterling exchange’ rate has been 
affected by considerable withdrawal of 
balances by American, Dutch and other 
interests since the reduction in the Bank 
of England’s discount rate. There is 
also the European situation to be con- 
sidered, as the rate would ;be affected 
by the attitude of the public in Conti- 
nental countries toward. the safety of 
their own governments’ financial] poli- 
cies. .Continental European investments 
in London always have been a factor 
in supporting sterling, and any ap- 
preciable movement of American funds 
to the countries of Europe also would 
affect the situation, as most of the 
funds would pass through London. 

A large part of the gold exported by 
London -recently has gone to the Far 
East, though Europe has received a part 
of it. Despite the heavy pressure on 
sterling due to seasonal purchases, the 
market has been strongly supported at 
the present levels. and it is believed they 
will remain in force until the swing 
in the other direction in the Winter 
months. 

Prior to th ritish return to the gold 
standard storie was quoted at around 
$4.81, and th te in a short time ad- 
vanced ‘to within a fraction ‘of par, 
which: is $4.865%. In the last month 
there has been a gradual recession, but 
fluctuations have mostly beén in frac- 
tions of 1-16 of a cent.

Output of Passenger Cars 
Eight Months Was 2,644,- 
583, a 12 Per Cent Gain. 


Price Cuts Reduce Incomes of.Many 
Companies, but Unprecedented 
Earnings Are. Expected.

The production of passenger motor 
cars in the United States:is expected to 
establish a new high record for all time 
in 1925, according to estimates in trade 
circles.. These estimates are based on 
the official production figures for the 
first eight months of the year, and the 
prospects for the remaining months of 
1925. As a result of this enormous pro- 
duction, which will exceed the previous 
record in 1923, the profits of the leading 
manufacturing ofganizations also are 
expected to duplicate the record figures 
of 1923. It is generally admitted: that 
the profits of virtually all the companies 
will be smaller during the last half of 
the year than were reported in the first 
half, due to recent price cutting on all 
models. But the profitable’ operations 
in the first six months, together with a 
fair amount of .profit in the last half 
year, the full year 1925, according to ex- 
pectations, will be looked upon as favor- 
able when the books close. 

According to, estimates made by trade 
authorities, the production of passenger 
carg this year: may aggregate between 
3,650,000 and 3,750,000 cars. These to- 
tals will compare with actual production 
of 3,262,764 cars last year and with 
8,637,216 cars in 1923, the previous high 
record.. The production of cars for the 
first eight months. of 1925 aggregated 
2,644,583 against 2,351,913 in. the 
corresponding period last year and 

2,442,800 cars in the same period in 1923. 
The showing for the first eight months 
of this year was. made despite the fact 
that output in the first quarter of 1925 
was about 200,000 cars less than pro- 
duced in the first quarter of last year. 
On a.percentage basis the output for the 
eight months ended with August was 12 
per cent. ahead of the same period last 
year and 8 per cent. ahead of the cor- 
responding period in 1923. 

The production figures for the first 
eight ‘months of 1925, ‘as reported by 
companies affiliated with the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, fol-

According to a calculation made by 
trade authorities it is estimated that to 
equal the production of 3,262,764 cars an 
average of 154,500 cars will have to be 
produced monthly in the last four 
months of 1925, and to equal the record 
production of ‘$, 7,216 cars in 1923, an 
average of 248,000 cars would have to 
be produced monthly in the last four 
months of 1925. .It is pointed out that 
the average monthly production in the 
last four months of 1924 aggregated 
227,713 cars, while the ;monthly average 
for the same period in 1923 was 298,- 

604 cars. 

Record breaking volume is also record- 
ed in the trudk branch of the automobile 
industry. Evidence points to a produc- 
tion of at least 400,000 trucks for 1925. 
The actual output in 1924 was 377,344 
trucks, and in 1923, 376,444 trucks. 
Profits for 1925, for most of the leading 
truck manufacturers, are expected to es- 
tablish new high records. It is said that 
despite the fact that three leading truck 
manufacturers have reduced their prices 
in the last three months, the price for 
this product on the whole has held up 
better than in the passenger automobile 
branch. It is also expected that truck 
prices will hold up better the remaining 
months of the year. Those companies 
which operate bus manufacturing plants 
in addition to their truck factories are 
expected to report unusually favorable 
profits because of the enormous expan- 
sion in bus operation in all sections of 
the country. 

Commenting upon the profits of the va- 
rious passenger automobile’ manufactur- 
ing companies, The Standard Daily 
Trade Service says, in part: ‘‘Earnings 
of most producers are likely to be small- 
er during the final half of this year tham 
in the first six months, owing to the 
downward trend of prices and to the 
lower volume of sales. More than 30 
companies have reduced quotations since 
July 1, and a-number of others are ex- 
pected to take such action before long. 
But earnings’ will, generally speaking, 
be better than those for the last half of

most.considerable collectors and con-

are derived. Mr, Halsey finds the 
American style easy to differentiate 
from the contemporary English of 
the same order during the Sheraton- 
Heppelwhite period, of between 1700 
and 1810, and if the same difference 
is not to be discovered in the pre- 
ceding Chippendale period, it ts to be 
allowed that few examples have sur- 
vived to undergo the test of com- 


parison. 

As a matter of fact, American 
cabinet making goes back as far as 
John Alden himself—who was of the 
craft and got the better in love of 
that stanch soldier, Miles Standish. 
There are no khown survivals of 
Alden’s handiwork, but in the course 
of his long career as a collector, Mr. 
Halsey has arrived at the conviction 
that the American cabinet maker of 
the eighteenth century was the 
equal of any abroad in technique and 
invention—which, in cabinet making 
more ‘even than in most arts, is a 
trick of adaptation and combination 
of familiar elements. 


Phe Most Important Group 


The group of catinet makers in 
Philadelphia which flourished espe- 
from 17380 to 1790 was the 
most important group and included 
at least a score of master craftsmen. 
It is hard to identify the work of 
most of them by name, but among 
them are Hewes, Savery, Randolph 
and Gillingham. Philadelphia's out- 
put of fine American furniture was 
probably the largest. John Goddard 
of Newport, who flourished around 
1770 and whose name is associated 
with the ‘block front’ type of desk 
and chest of drawers, was another 
fine cabinet maker. And there were 
admirable cabinet makers in Boston. 
in Baltimore, where much good fur- 
niture was made; in Annapolis, which 
in those days was America's fash- 
jonable watering place, and in Alex- 
andria, Va, _.

DESERT WAR AS A LEGIONNAIRE SEES Ir 


His Diary Describes the Monotony of a Tragic Month 
With the French Army- on the Moroccan Front : 


By CLARENCE K. STREIT 


IS is the diary of a soldier 

fighting in the Frefich For- 

eign Legion against the  Rif- 

fians. His day by day story 
of the campaign is fold in notes hur- 
riediy= jotted down by the light of 
the bivouac fire when the sweating 
march was over, the battle ended: 
Those who seek glamour’ in war may 
not find it here: 

The soldierjs a Canadian. His 
name need not be given. In the For- 
eign Legion names often mean little, 

- anyway.-The recruiting officials ask 
no-embarrassing questions, They ac- 
cept the name the man gives him- 
xelf. They do not try to probe the 
past. They know it is frequently a 
past which men-wish to wipe out 
on the field of battle. 

When this Legionary entrusted to 
me his little diary only a remnant 
decorated for bravery remained of 
his battalion (the Sixth Battalion of 
the First Regiment of the Foreign 
(Legion), which had been sent to the 
front. when the war began. They had 
seen almost constant fighting. The 
diary does not cover all of that pe- 
riod.. The soldier gave up keeping it 
after the first month. 

The first month, however, tells the 
story. We follow one of a hundred 
thousand soldiers from his. peace- 
time barracks to. the firing liné. We

4 A. M.; arrived Taza 11 A.M. Very 
mountainous countfy.

Mount Sheridan and the Mouth of Witch Creek. Few White Men Have Visited This Part of

PARK got into the news 

with a bang the other day 

when United States Senators 
Stanfield of Oregon, Cameron of 
Arizona and Oddie of Nevada stopped 
off there long enough to find out 
that nothing much is the matter with 
this famous playground. 


Stories of all sorts about the Yel- 
lowstone had been circulating in 
Government circles. It was charged 
that the authorities there, particu- 
larly Colonel Horace M. Albright, 
were czars who discriminated against 
the poor tourist in favor of the 
rich; that the park was lacking in 
sanitation; in fact, that so many 
things were wrong with the Yellow- 
stone that it would have taken a 
counting machine to enumerate 
them. 

But the visiting Senators found 
little to justify the charges. The 
Yellowstone is still grand beyond 
power of description. Its geysers 
continue to spout; its great water- 
falis continu> to leap and roar in the 
canyons—in no other spot in all the 
world are there so many geysers or 
cascaiies. The paint-pots are still 
holling, the giant hot springs still 
bubble; the prismatic lakes are as 
lovely as ever, and all the while 
Colonel Albright and his staff are tn- 
Gustriously heiping the. American 
people to see the park's giories. 

But not all of its glories. Nature 
has planted in the Yellowstone a 
host of wonderful things the tourist 
does not see. There are still re- 
gions of gorgeous grandeur within 
the park boundaries that up to the 
present time not a hundred white 
persons have ever laid eyes upor,

them is the purpose of this article. 
These remote and unvisited parts 
of the great Yellowstone Reservation 
comprise an area of about 1,000 
square miles. One of them, the 
Bechler River region, is in the 
extreme southwest corner of _the 
park. The. river starts as a little 
brook and before it has run half a 
dozen miles becomes the second larg- 
est stream in the park. The Yellow- 
stone River is, of course, the. king 
of the park streams, but the Bechler 
River is no less spectacular. It is 
one mighty eascade after another 
and surpassingly beautiful, yet it has 
remained weli-nigh hidden from the 
eyes of men through the centuries. 


Another Wilderness 


The next of the seldom visited 
spots in the park is the Shoshone 
Lake country, which is just over the 
Continental Divide from the Bechler 
region. The doors to this marvelous 
country are soon to be thrown open. 
Here are some of the most astonish- 
ing geysers in the park. One of 
them is a three-coned monster that 
shoots three titanic streams at once 
hundreds of feet in the air. And 
there are other geysers innumerable 
in the beds of the creeks and the 


Httie rivers. This wilderness of | 


amazing spectacie, in which -the 
Bechler plunges on its way to the 
Snake and in which the Shoshone 
glitters, is more than. 300 square 
miles in extent. 

Like the southwestern, or Bechler, 
corner, the southeastern corner is 
a land whose beauties few people 
have ever seen; But the « park 
authorities are putting hinges on the 
gates and soon those gates will swing 
open to welcome the ‘traveler 
throngs.

Victims of a New Age 

Well may these age-old warriors 
chant of their doom. The revolution 
has played havoc with their tribal 
prerogatives. It has stripped them 
of their military status and of all 
the powers and privileges that went

mortgaged themselves to those lords, 
often for life. 

From-year to year. the number of 
the voluntary serfs increased. But 
not all of them could tolerate sub- 
jection. Many escaped into the 
wilderness,. where the hand of law 
could not reach them. They fied 
south to the brush-covered islands, 
the marshy and wooded banks of big 
rivers. Other maleontents—Turks, 
Tartars, Poles, men impatient and 
intolerant of domination, yearning ‘*o 
be free—joined them. 

They built a ‘‘sech’’—literally a 
hewing in the forest, or clearing—and 
there established their headquarters, 
a rendezvous forall manner of rebels. 
They held the sech open to all new- 
comers, never asking folk who they 
were, whence they came, what faith 
they professed. If they hated rulers 
and landlords, it they loved freedom 
and adventure,-they were. welcomed 
into the.fold. Labor was. despised, 
and commerce, too—in fact any reg- 
ularly established pursuit. 

Adventure and freedom in the open 
spaces were -the spice and staff of 
their lives. They hunted; they 
fished; they fought; they plundered. 
They exalted celibacy and never al- 
lowed women to visit the séech. If 
one of them succumbed to marriage 
he was obliged to move oyt. 

Outlaws without a fatherland, 
without a faith, they soon developed 
a communal system of their own.

Cossacks in Revolt 


It was the arbitrary behavior of 
@ Russian Prince toward a group of 
Cossacks that precipitated one of the 
most violent revolutions that. ever 
shook the land—a revolution com- 
memorated in a host of songs and 
stories and, in aim, method and re- 
sults, not unlike the present. Bol-. 
shevist revolution: , 

The year was 1669. The Prince 
was Yuri Doigoruki, who had been 
waging war against Poland. A group 
of Cossacks from the Don had been 
helping him. One day. the leader of 
the Cossacks, whose name was 
Razin, informed the Prince that his 
men had had enough of war and 
longed to return to their haunts on 
the Don. The Prince forbade them 
to leaye; but the Cossacks, esteem- 
ing themselves subject to no order 
of princes, went notwithstanding.

‘Peasants responded in overwhelm- 
ing numbers. It was only a few 
years since they had been tied to the 
soil and: to the will of the nobles; 
and they had been eagerly waiting 
for some oné to come with a message 
of deliverance... Stenka and his Cos- 
sacks began one of the bloodiest 
crusades in the annals of Russian 
history. They showed no mercy to 
landlords and nobles; took none as 
prisoners, but. slaughtered all -upon 
capture. 

But the larger Stenka’s army 
grew, the more unwieldy and in- 
effective it became. He lacked war 
material and good officers. In the 
‘end he was conquered, taken to the 
‘capital, tortured horribly in. public 
jand quartered. 

But. that. did not ‘end the Genseaki 
rebellions. A century later another 
‘Cossack, Yemelyan Pougatehev— 
‘around whose exploits the poet Push- 
kin wrote exquisite romance—ied the 
peasants into fresh revolt. 

How, one asks, did it happen that 
these , who hated authority 
and fled from subjection, became in 
time a mere catspaw in the haritis of 


two centuries fought wildly and 
brutally for the preservation of a 
rule that was in violent opposition 
to their ancient tradition of freedom 
and libérty? An anomaly this would 
appear to be. But itis not, 

In truth, the Cossacks never con- 
ceived of freedom as a social ideal. 
Nothing perhaps illustrates better 
the barrenness and futility of their 
spirit of rebelliousness and struggle 
for freedom. than do the revolts of 
Stenka Razin and Yemelyan Pou- 
gatchev. Neither of these men was 
actuated by a social purpose or by 





Cossacks that they never had a lead- 
er with prophetic vision; one who 
could rise ebove daily exploits; a 
leader who could transmute a pas- 
Sionate urge. for freedom into a po- 
litical. philosophy or social program; 
who could imbue them with zeal to 
seek the realization of such an ideal. 
Lacking leadership. of this calibre. 
their. traditions were doomed to de- 
cay. They,did not think in terms of 
stabilized society. “The - tomorrow 
never bothered them. 


restricted philosophy, the Cossacks 
easily made compromises with the - 
Russian rulers and entered their ser- 
vice. A ruler could well afford to 
grant coneessions that would allow 
them full scope to express their 
stormy personalities. Two things the 
Cossack required to make him con- 
tented—freedom to pursue his tribal 
usage, and ample physical excite- 
ment. Thesd the Russian monarchs 
‘were in a position to provide, After 
all, the social usages of the Cossacks - 
—despite their democratic forms— 
held no real menace to monarchial 
authority.

Bellows’s Place in Art 


It is hardly possible to think that 
Bellows ever will be obliterated, but 
his memory probably will rest chief- 
ly upon the strong support of his 
reactions to the spirit of his time 
and not upon his, explorations into 
the spirit of the future. .His work 
rests upon discoveries or rediscov- 
eries made by others, and therefore 
répresents more truly than they 
themselves do the permeation of the 
period by the interests aroused by 
them. 

The portrayal of a period ts im- 
portant enough to fix a painter's 
place in history, since a high degree 
of talent is essential to. such por- 
traiture. Strong personal feeling is 
not essential, and it is quite possible 
to get from the decorative and indus- 
trial arts a recognizable and ex- 
pressive portrait of the time in which 
they flourish. 

A portfolio of Sonia Delaunay's de- 
signs for, fabrics and costumes, 
comes from the Librairie des Arts 
Decoratifs, Paris, imported by H. C. 


Perteberg. Here is a quite typical 
plan of astylization, the surfaces 
broken up into angular planes, the 
sense of looking through a prism at 
the object decorated, kaleidoscopic 
changes of direction and color, geo- 
metrical simplicity of contour, ab-

During the fight there was a bunch 
of rebels running over the hill—I 
emptied eight clips on them, saw 
two fall and after the scrap found 
them both dead. Each hit in head. 
1 aimed. well and hope to give the 
same dose to a good Many more, 

‘Tuesday, May 5—Left Taunat at 
G- A. M. to attack’ another post, 
Taurira, to the left, also encircled. 
This time the Colonials were the 
shock troops. As we didn't have 
any tobaceo I stopped the Major of 
the Colonials and-dsited him for half 
the cigarette he was smoking—and 
he gave it to me. Basy fight, Legion 
had nothing to’ do, formitig lett 
flank guard and no enemy agains: 
us. After two hours’ fighting the 
post was freed. Returned in the eve- 
ning to Ain Aicha to rest.

‘‘Friday, May 8—Rest all day. I 
was on guard duty at night: Had an 
attack of malaria. 

‘Saturday, May 9—Reveillé at 3 to 
attack and revictual. another post. 
Legion advance guard. Waded the 
oued again... Easy fight, in the whole 
battalion only Corporal Douglas (a 
Scot) wounded. After revictualing 
the post we formed rear guard for 
return, enemy pursuing us half way 
back to camp. * * *# 

‘“Tuesday, May 12—Reveillé at 4 
to revictual three posts eight kilo. 
meters away on top of highest 
mountain in the region, Legion right 
flank guard. En route we found a 
legionary who had. committed sui- 
cide—buliet had gone through his 
mouth and skull. Colonials were 
vanguard. Enemy attacked them, 
‘tosses heavy, 18 killed and 50 
wounded in Colonial Battalion, but 
posts were revictualed just ‘the 
same and we returned to camp in 
evening. 

Meagre Month's Pay 

“Saturday, May 16—Reyveillé at 4, 
left at 5 to attack rebels besieging a 
post. March to jit was pretty hard. 
Legion on the right flank, Tirail- 
leurs taking the shock. After five 
hours’ fighting garrison was evac- 
uated and post blown up with dyna- 
mite, The enemy had succeeded in 
capturing & cannon from the post 
but not knowing how to use it they 
were all wounded. Pay day this eve- 
ning—I got 25.75 -francs ($1.25, 
month's pay). Had a good meal, 

“Wednesday, May 20—Big battle 
today we had to take the high po- 
sitions On the right of Tauhat and 
flisengage and blow-up three posts 
situated in mountains forthing Riff 
frontier.. Reveillé-at 4, heavy ar- 
tillery bombardment for four hours. 
Tirailieurs advance guard, the Le- 
gion right behind them as reserve 
shock troops. They took the heights 
by storm.. Captured and: made pris- 
oners twenty-two Riffians in the 
olive grove. Their ‘positions were 
fortified very well... This country is 
extremely  rich—orange, fig, lemon, 
olive trees. We advanced“tight kil- 
ometers further in: the,mountains up 
to -the first front line poston thé 
left of the_biggest mountain of the 
region. Very tiring: day; nothing to. 
eat all day. Made°camp around the:

“At 8 P. M. the decrochage—that 
is, the retreat back to camp—began. 
The Riffian troops advanced in the 
‘Olive trees within 500 yards of us 
before we could see them, They 
opened heavy fire while we were 


the oued, and before we got there the | 
Riffians had passed us on our right 
and left flanks and raked us. To 
climb up that mountain and get back 
to camp we had ‘to fight for every 
yard. We left a big number killed 
and wounded in hands of enemy, 
alzo lots of material. 


Dead Beheaded 


“While I was shooting from .be- 
hind dn olive tree I saw on my left 
near the river bank a group of Colo- 
nials who had been. killed. -with 
knives.- Distinctly. saw Riffians cut 
off their héads and carry them away 
with them. I started firing on them 
and emptied eight clips, wounded 
two and killed one,’ for-he didn’t 
meve any more. After great diffi- 
culty we managed to reach camp, 
but enemy kept on pursuing. us and 
even attacked the camp. Our losses 
were very heavy.

"Less by their fable, which’is old tale 
i in new circumstance, than by that cir- 
cumstance do Mr. Anderson and Mr. 

Theirs is that pre- 
cious gift of the theatré — the vivid, 
vigorous word, the word in motion upon 
the lips of those that speak it from 
the stage, upon the ears of those that 
hear it in the auditorium.. The players 
catch the impulse. ‘ Quick comes the 
listeners’ reaponse, Only at the begin- 
ning of the third-act, and thence on- 
ward, did this swift-sure speech flag. 
There it asked sharper definition, higher’ 
pointing, from both playwrighta and 
actors, into’ the venoméd banter, thé in- 
solent wit; of Restoration Com It 
bit, yet with neither the grace nor the 
flourish.

AMES CRUZE’S production ‘The 
Pény Express’’ did excellent busi- 
ness at .the Rivoli and Rialto last 


. week, and it has. been held. over | 


for a second week at the latter 
theatre. The daily attendance of about 
5,000 at the Rialto and 4,500 at the Riv- 
oll is fairly good proof that the public 
enjoys a wholesome feature. ‘‘The Pony 
Wxpress”’ is a picture with many inter- 
esting Scenes and also unusually fine 
acting by its capable cast. It would be 
quibbling to dilate on the few extrava- 
gant sequences in this sphotoplay when 
as a whole it turns out to be a clever 
entertainment.

- This scene is just as tell- 
ing as the scene between the two old 
scouts in ‘‘The Covered Wagon,” a scene 
with which it.pogsibly will be compared 
by many. 

This fellow Slade welcomes his vic- 
tims, or those he supposes ‘are going to 
be under his thumb, with a smile, not 
one of the common or garden villain’s 
leers, but a beaming smile, which sends 
the corners of Slade’s mouth up. If you 
know Slade you see through this smile, 
and perhaps you may take it as an ex- 
cellent mask for covering his: real feel- 
ings, or, so far as one can gather, he 
may smile in anticipation of how he is 
going to stick’ a skewer:into the man 
with whom he is at that instant ex- 
changing a few words.

Slade is a man of no mean ‘height, 
and his shoulders are. broad.

He 
seems more athletic than usual when he 
steals around the corner of the shack. 
He waits for a second and then stalks 
forth into the middle of the highway; 
and before: you can say ‘‘knife!"" he 
pulls the triggers of -his- long-barreled 
pistols and his enemy crumples up in 
the dust of Julesburg’s Main Street. 
Siade frowns slightly, and he half closes 
his. eyes as he sticks his pistols back

Preducing Indian Film 
Was: a Stupendous. Task

N an interview the other day’ Jesse 

L.: Lasky told of: the difficulties en- 

éounteréd in the filming of Zane 

Grey's Indian story, *‘The* Vanish- 

ing ~American,’’. the exteriors. of 
which. were photographed, in the Navajo 
Mountain and ‘Sagi Canyon, regions of 
the Navajo Reservation, 160 miles from 
a railroad. Thousands of Indians. are 
saidito have. been employed in the pro- 
ducing of these scenes. 

Mr. Lasky said that three years ago 
Lucien Hubbard, editorial supervisor of 
Zane Grey productions-for Paramount, 
and he received an invitation from Mr- 
Grey to be his-guests on a trip to Na- 
vajo Mountain and Rainbow. Bridge..- 

“TE was just as busy then as I usually 
am,’’, declared: Mr,.Lasiy ; 
particular reason I dropped everything 
and accepted Mr. Grey’s invitation. We 
spent two months in this wild, beautiful 
country in Northern Arigona, sharing 
some ‘of the hardships and ‘privations of 
pioneer life, going a day without water

Miss Lotta .Van .Buren writes THE 
Times of Mr. Dolmetsch's making and 
playing upon:them: ‘‘In playing the 
sonatas of Bach Mr. Dplmetsch found 
that the adoption of the short eigh- 
teenth century bow enabled him to 


| perform with ease and brilliancy. pas- 


sages made cumbersome by the length 
and ufiwieldiness of the.modern bow. 
He has abandoned the long bow. with 
its inward curve and adopted the real 


| arched bow of the time of Corelli and 


Bach. He claims that the arched bow, 
together with its lightness, makes it 
easier to give that sharpness and pre- 
cision which seem to be the chief 
requisite in interpreting music in 
which impressionism plays so small a 
part and so blend better with the in- 
struments of the périod. This conclu- 
sion on the part of Mr. Dolmetsch was 
the beginning of a long series of ex- 
periments and research work in his 
study. of the violin and violin playing 
of the sixteenth, seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth centuries. He had long con- 
vinced himself that the old ®uilders 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turles. understood the production of; 
tone better than their successors, and 
began to search for all points wherein 
the modern makers had departed from 
the practice of the old masters. This 
has resulted in his removing the thick 
brass bar from his violin and replacing 
it by the light one uséd in the time of 
Stradivarius; in the lowering of the 
bridge to reduce the pressure of the 
strings on the soundboard, and in the 
slight. flattening of the curve of the 
fingerboard. 

**Although these changes enabled 
him to interpret the early violin music 
as his research had told him it should 
be, there were still certain pieces, the 
scores of which suggested effects that 
could not be obtained. 

“In the solo sonatas ‘of Bach with 
their contrapuntal movements, the 
double stops should not be played as 
mere .chords, Sut should show a de- 
velopment of parts as if played on a 
keyboard. 

"This was not possible on the exist- 
ing violin; the music could not be 
changed; something had to be done, 
so the instrument must) yield. 

**As the playing of the chords was in 
question he realized the change must 
be in the bridge. He set- himself to 
pare it down gradually until it should 
reach that degree of sliallowness of 
curve that would allow of the proper 
playing of the chords. It had already 
been known that the bridge of Bach’s 
time was less curved than now, but 
a further piece of evidence came to 
light to confirm his belief. 

**Leclair’s written introduction to one 

of his sonatas says: “That the open- 

ing passage of this sonata may make 
itS effect, one’ must with each chord 
make heard the top note the first, and 
hold the three strings under the bow. 
The little notes indicate a kind of a 
tremolo which must come out of the 
chord and beat as quickly and strongly 
as possible.’ 

‘This gave Dolmetsch the limit to be 
reached in flattening the ridge, and 
he brought his violin to the point of 
being.able to produce this effect. The 
violin thus restored gives an unusually 
sweet and flexible tone. It in no way 
curtails the playing of modern music 
except in requiring greater accuracy 
in bowing to avoid touching a wrong 





string. 


“The olld viole had wonderfully 


beautiful music written for them. Why 
did they! ever go out iof existence? 
They differ in shape and construc- 
tion, not only from the violin that 
drove them from the field, but among 
themselves. The strings are tuned in 
fourths and a third. Movable frets of 
gut string are put upon them and the 
instruments, are held between - the 
knées. The old manner of holding the 
bow is a much miore natural-way than 
the modern way. It is said to enable 
the player in a few months. to acquire 
an even and sustained tone that the 
modern method of bowing takes longer 
to accomplish. The use of. frets in- 
sures correct intonation. This makes 
the instruments comparatively easy to 
learn, and when one considers that the 
separate parts of even the loveliest 


consort are generally quite easy, one 


sees in. their revival the ideal instru- 
ment for music in the home, a practice 


which Mx. Dolmetsch is seeking to re- : 


vive as one of our most important 
means of culture and happiness.’’ 

An introductory note in the program 
of the Haslemere festival contains the 
essence of Mr. Dolmetsch’s artistic 
creed: 

“The last few years have seen the 
abandonment of the theory that music 
has moved along a straight line of 
progress, and that whatever has gone 
out of use, whether instruments or 
whole schools of composition, has been 


eliminated under some simple law of | 


natural selection. 


“As it dawned on musicians that in 
their.own art, as in other arts, the 
better has at times given place to the 
worse, through some whim of fashion, 
they began to seek in the libraries for 
hidden treasures, and their researches 
have led them to a point where two 
courses lie open to them—they can 
either be contént with the recovery of 
mere texts, and in performance of the 
music force it, Procrustes-like, to con- 
form to modern modes and customs, or 
they can approach it with more open 
mind, realizing that the thread of tra- 
dition has been cut in places and can 
only be mended by consciously striving 
to understand the ideals of other ages. 


“It may seem a truism to say that 
in interpreting any work, one must be 
faithful to the intentions of the com- 
poser, both in letter and spirit, yet 
there are many to whom this has been 
a stumbling-block, in that it seemed 
to demand of them a degree of adapt- 
ability and a readiness to cast aside 
preconceived notions and lifelong 
habits. beyond their strength. —~

and a sincere determination to recover 
what is good from the legacy of past 
ages intact, the gap in tradition can 
be bridged. .The present Festival has 
been organized in order to demonstrate 
that this enterprise-is practicable if 
the world will only r it and if 
all those who count in thé company 
of musicians will work together to this 
end and encourage others to cultivate 
instruments and music and swell the 
ranks of the pioneers. 

“To ‘England, once a leader in the 
musical world, a revival of the earlier 
music means the recovery of the whole 
of her classical schools, and the ‘lay- 
ing of a fouridation which ought to 
serve as a basis for future generations 
of composers, The gain to the rest of 
the world would seem to be-_scarcely 
less, since the, store “of works of art 
is nowhere so. great as to justify the 


neglect of any chance of its increase.’’ 


Mr. Dolmetsch’s devotion to old 
music and his profound knowledge of 
it savor at times of fanaticism. His 
estimates of the comparative values 
of art of today and yesterday may 
or may not ‘be proportionate, but it 
is a pity that there is no equivalent 
to the Haslemere festival in America. 
It is true that Dolmetsch is now much 
less the lonely pioneer of a glorious 
past than he was a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago. His activities find a reflex 
in the extremely fruitful investiga- 
tions; particularly by English musi- 
cians, of the literature of their golden 
age.

A dismayed public asked, “Why 
does he leave us now?” He retired, in- 
stead of waiting, as many othera have 
done, the day when the public would 
ask, ‘‘Why does he not leave us how?” 

He came to’ New York preceded by a 
reputation already- made in Europe in 
romantic: opera roles like Raoul, Jean 
de Leyden, Faust, Romeo, Radames, 
The Cid and Lohengrin in Italian, <A 
chivalrous and. splendid personage in 
these réles' and many others, it was in 
the Wagnerian characters that he rée- 
alized his finest creations, He had al- 
ready sung Tannhiuser, Walter von 
Stolzing and Lohengrin in Italian. He 
sang Tristan for the first time in the 
language of Wagner at the Metropolitan 
Opera, New York, in the Winter of 1895, 
Not one of those who heard him on that 
occasion can ever forget the impression 
of mastery which they experienced. 

Jean de Reszke demonstrated then, as 
no one had) gone before him, that, con- 
trary to the legend concerning the lyri- 
cal declamation of German, thanks to 
his tonal richness, his perfect legato and 
broad phrasing, his supple and. fine 
enunciation, Wagner’s greatest works 
lend themselves to the art of singing; in 
short, that they suit the true vocal style.

It 
would not in the least surprise me if in 
another fifty years the pianoforte were 
an extinct instrument, along with the 
viols and the harpsichord. Children alive 
today may come in their old age to fes- 
tivals of nineteenth century music much 
as we today go to Mr. ' Dolmetsch's 
Elizabethan concerts and- listen to a 
family playing on the viols and vir- 
ginals. And at these nineteenth cen- 
tury concerts the great feature will be. 
of course, pianoforte recitals. Here the 
Dolmetsch of 1975 will have one great 
advantage ovér our Mr. Dolmetsch. He 
will-have gramophone records of the last 
of the great pianists, of Busoni, Hof- 
mann and Paderewski, to show him ex- 
actly how these. masters played the de- 
funct but perhaps still beautiful piano- 
forte music of Beethoven, Schumann, 
Chopin, Brahms and Liszt.. And how in- 
credibly old-fashioned all that music wil 
sound then.

WON BREES, who came to Amer- 
‘dca recently from Antwerp, where 
he. was assistant carillonneur of 

the cathedral of that city, will devote 
all his time to his new duties as caril- 
Yonneur of the carillon of ‘fifty+thrée 
bells ‘which John D,: Roekefeller Jr. \has 
presented in’ memory of his: mother to 
the Park Avenue Baptist Church at 
Sixty-fourth Street. It is the largest 
carillon In the world, The bells sounded 
for the first time last Sunday. No one 
else in New York has such @ job as 
the young Belgian and it 19 doubtful 
whether any other man.in this country 
devotés all his time to playing church 
bells. 

Since Mr. Brees arrived in New York 
he has work ‘every day, all day, and 
sometimes far into the night, assisting 
Arthur H. Townsend, representative of 
the Croydon, England, fqundry, where 
the bells were cast, to install the caril- 
lon in the tower and on the roof of the 
church, 

“I will be here, at the church, all the 
time," he aid: ‘‘The idea is to play 
\the bells before and after every service 
and to give recitzls twice a week. We 
want the recitals to be short at first 
until the people in the neighborhood get 
used to them, and then to “eng, them 
gradually to an hour.” . Brees said 
that the plan of Sooke sama “recital 
with “America” er ‘‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” was in accordance. with his 
custom in every country In ‘which he 


anthem. 

The musician, who is wig! 27 years 
old, is the son of Gustaaf Brees, who 
holds the dual position of carfllonneur 
and organist of the Antwerp. cathedral. 
The son is laureate of Ppa gin o> Ae Flem- 
ish Conservatorum Antwerp. He 
came here direct oni South Africa, 
where, in Cape Town, he played the 
carillon when the Prince of Wales was

Mr, Brees expressed pleasure that the 
Rockefeller carillon. has nothing sauto-

FOREIGN BORN AND CRIME. 
To the Bator of The New York Times: — 

As THe» Times has. shown interest in 
the’ discussion concerning the foreign 
born and crime, we submit the following 
for. further’ investigation. 

According to the annual report of the 
‘State Commission of Prisina, New 
York, 1922, there were 3,432 prisoners 
admitted to Auburn,.Clinton and. Sing 
Sing prisons in that year. Seven hun- 
dred and thirty-three, or 21.3 per cent., 
were aliens and 1,035, or 30.1. per cent., 
foreign -born.. Of the: aliens. 36.5 per 
cént. were Italians, 18.5 per cent. Rus- 
sians, 8,4 per.cent. Austrians, 5 per cent. 
Poles. 

From a somewhat ous investiga- 
tion of the annual reports of the State 
Commission of Prisons, New York,, 1915 
to 1923, we found that the average 
-yearly- number of prisonérs of nativé 
birth for these nine years admitted to 
Auburn, Clinton and Sing Sing prisons 
was 2,055 2-9. compared with 1,072 for- 

,born. There were, 7,550,852: native- 
born persons living’ in New York State 
in 1920 and 2,786,112 foreign born. ‘We 
find, therefore, that while the foreign 
born constitute about one-third of thé 
population of New York State, they 
make up more than ‘one-half of the nem- 
ber of the State’s most desperate and 
hardened criminals, . 

According to 1915-23 statistics for 
foreign-born prisoners in the above 
Named, prisons, foreign-born Italians 
lead the list with the highest number 
of convictions each year, and Russians 
rank secorid each year: Austrians rank 
third each yéar;. Germans hola fourth 
place until 1923,. when the Poles rank 
fourth.

Italians in NewYork State as 
foteign-born English (in itself a prob- 
lem‘ for an English-speaking country), 
but there were over fifteen times as 
many foreign-born Italian prisoners as 
foreign-born Hnglish prisoners -in 
Auburn, Clinton and Sing Sing prisons.

SPECIAL DETECTIVES SPY 
ON FRENCH TRAIN THIEVES 





O numerous have train thefts be- 
come in France that a department 
of the Prefecture of Police has been 
assigned to deal with them. Nearly 
100 detectives have been assigned to the 
special duty of “train police.””. The 
detectives travel constantly up and down 
France on évery line and branch line, 
specializing on the de luxe services that 
are most favored by the clever thief. 
These are-principally the services be- 
tween Paris and the Charinel ports, the 
Riviera, Biarritz and the smart coast 
resorts in Summer; also the express ser- 
vices—Paris-Rome, Paris-Geneva and 
the Orient EXxpress. ° 

Detectives are drawn not only from 
the Metropolitan Police force, but also 
from the provincial forces. They col- 
laborate with individual police posts 
maintained at all important stations. 
According to the train police, their 
duties begin on the platform ‘where the 
outgoing train is-waiting to start. As 
soon as the travelers begin to arrive 
the policeman is on the lookout for prob- 
able thieves-and probable victims. It is 
hard to give a definition of what spells 
“suspect’’ to the watching eye. Some 
thieves, it seems, are ‘‘turned out like | 
Princes,” Next time they will be 
simple “‘working men.” 


Traveling De Luxe.

Mere Exact Construction. 

The builders of the cathedrals of past 
centuries are coramonly considered the 
great masters of their art. As far as 
the actual construction work is con- 
cerned, there can be no doubt, however, 
that modern buildings are far superior 
in every detail to those of the distant 
past. The.churches of the Middle Ages 
were often built more or less by the 
rule of thumb, so to speak. Modern 
builders have studied strains much more 
thoroughly and have made an exact 
science of building. Nothing is left to 
chance. 

In erecting the great New York cathe- 
dra] the builders have the advantage of 
using much better mortar than the 
medieval builders, who knew nothing of 
chemistry ‘ag it ig practiced today. The 
walls of the modern buildings are better 
protected from the disintegrating effects 
of the weather than formerly. 

The most difficult prohlem in engi- 
neering facing the builders of the ca- 
thedral is the construction of the crosa- 
ing above which must rise the: great 
tower. To appreciate this difficulty it 
must be considered that the tower will 
be only slightly lower in altitude than 
the highest ef New York skyscrapers. 
It will be entirély of stone. 

The problem confronted in building St. 
John's is unique.in the long history of 
building. The crossing ia of, wnprece- 
dented size, being equal in width to"half 
a New York City block. There are ‘simi- 
lar crossings in the great cathedrals of 
Burope, but none of such dimensions. A 
series of broad arches must in turn sup- 
port a tower rising some 400 feet above 
ite roof, reaching an altitude of about 
600 feet.

next morning, where it voted what was 
known as the vest pocket ballot. ~Some- 
times these fellows were not sufficiently 
recovered from the debauch so as to 
enable them to distinguish the ballot. 
I remember sitting upon one election 
board when we found in the: box an 
unreceipted store bill and a tax receipt. 

Where the county vote was close 
stealing these floaters was the great 
polftical pastime of the night before the 
election. I know a man who took one 
of them to his room to keep him all 
night in order that he’ might vote the 
Republican ticket the next morning. 
How to get him away and put him in 
the Democratic corral was the problem. 
It was finally solved by some irresponsi- 
ble Democrat setting fire to a woodshed 
and then raisifig the cry that the Re- 
‘publican’s store was on fire. _He rushed 
to save his property and the Democrats 
stole his chattel. 5 

A Well-Brewed Speech. 
' We liked fondly to refer-to the Ger- 
man-American, the Insh-American and 
the Franco-American. We made our 
appeal’ politically to them as though 
they had one foot om their native soil 
and the other upon the soil of Indiana. 
We did not even stop with this question 
of blood. We catered as it paid to Pro- 
testant and Cathelic views. We were 
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very liberal with the Catholic yote where 
it was the predominating element in ‘the 
election, and were yery censorious of it 
if it did not happen to be for otir 
party. The only man I eyer knew who 
sized fthe thing up right and did not 
know it was the Mayor of one of our 
cities.

Upon one of these occasions 
some, sons of concealed a him- 
ber of kegs of beer, in an adjacent 
wood; andsthis Mayor tarried.longer, at 
the beer than he did at, the picnic, , He 
arrived-more ‘than half seas:over and 
was ‘immediatély seized: conducted’ to 
the’ platform and called ‘upon for a 
‘speech. He was. barely able to hold 
himself up and.utter these words: “*’Fel- 
low. citizens, we meet upon a 
common level—Protestants’ and. Presby- 
terlans——" and then he dropped dead 
drunk upon the platform. It was.a Cath- 
olic plenic, but-the humor of it amus 
everybody: ; :

HE prehistoric Mound Buildeéts 
are in the news again. Near the 
~town of Bainbridge, in Southern 
Ohio, scientific excavators have 
+. discovered what is probably the 
‘most rémarkable tomb of this vanished 
Yace that has ever come to>light., In it 
lie the skéletons of four persons, evi- 
_ dently nobles or chieftains of distinc- 
‘tion. Two of these skeletons wear hel- 
mets of hammered. copper, among the 
_ most precious of all objects to the war- 
> -riors of the Mound Builder days. Frag- 
“ments of cloth also ‘have been found in 
) the tombs, an experience extremely rare 
“@&. uncovering such burials. 
’ %There’are ornaments of silver‘ and of 
' fortoise shell, as well as somé composed 
of bears’ teeth, a’ prehistoric forerunner 
‘ef the familiar elk’s tooth of today. 
Most remarkable of all, the Bainbridge 
‘graves contain a great profusion of 
pearls, some of them reported to be as 
"much asa half inch'in diameter. Evi- 
Gently the great men who were buried 
here so many centuries ago went to 
‘their graves surrounded by all the 
greatest gifts which their cbmpatriots 
‘could provide. Even from the partial 
“preliminary accounts of the burial which 
‘Rave been published so far, it is ap- 
parent that American historical science 
has been enriched by a discovery of 
high interest and importance. 

The problems of. the Mound Builders 
are not new ones. The earliest European 
gettiers in the river valleys of the New 
World ‘could not help noticing these 
‘grassed and tree-covered mounds with 
Which the valleys are so thickly dotted. 
It was at once apparent that the mounds 
are artificial. Some of them have, in- 
deed, the shapes of roughly drawn ser- 
pents or other animals. Others are 
merely small round hills, perhaps orig- 
finally pyramids- of earth shaped like 

F the stone structures of Egypt or of Mex- 
feo. These have washed down, in time, 
into their present rounded form. Scien- 
tists have listed hundreds of such 
mounds in the States east of the Great 
Plains and from~ Lake Superior to 
Florida. Smaller mounds are thousands

Builders Indian By Race. 


INo modern student has ever encoun- 
“tered native traditions explaining the 
‘origin of these mysterious monuments. 
‘Leng before Columbus reached America 
| the Indian tribes had ceased to build

“what the mounds were for or who had 
maised them.

and Guatemala. Why did they come? 
It is suspected that they..came as ‘ad- 
venturers, as mining engineers, as mer- 
chants. ‘They, were seeking gold and 
copper, turquoise and miga and pearis— 
always, and everywhere, the pearls. // 

The presence of pearls. in the Bain- 
bridge graves and ‘in..other Mound 
Builder tombs is no accident, but it does 
not prove, as so many seem to think 
that it does, that there was a commerce 
of -pearls inward from the coast. A 
commerce with the coast there undoubt- 
edly was, as well as commerce with 
Mexico. Pearls were one of the com- 
modities of this commerce, perhaps its 
chief commodity. But the pearls were 
going’out of the Mound Builder coun- 
try, not coming into it. The presence 
of the pearls .was the reason, many 





scientists think, for the mound-building 
Mayan rulers being there at all. 

In the rivers and streams of the east- 
ern two-thirds of the United States 
there lived, in prehistoric times, a vast 
profusion of the pearl-bearing mussel, 
jthe same shellfish which we still gather 
in this same region for, the manufac- 
ture of pearl buttons. Nowadays we 
gather these shellfish for their shells, 
Ocdasionally loose pearls are found in 
them, but so rarely that it does not p Y 
to gather and earch the mussels 
the loose pearls alone, . ‘ 

Probable Date of Invasion. 

In primitive times it probably did pay 
to do this. The streams were ‘not yet 
polluted by industrial wastes. The shell- 
fish were numerous and reproduced 
rapidly. Labor for gathering -and 
searching them was cheap and plentiful. 
Vast heaps of the shells and layers of 
them over areas of creek-bottom land 
remain to indicate that the. prehistoric 
population actually did gather and use 
these mussels for some purpose. Pro- 
fessor W. J. Perry, the distinguished 
British anthropoldgist, is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the suggestion that in these 
mussel beds of the streams of tern 
North America’ was one of the great 
pearl fisheries of the ancient American 
world, an industry. quite comparable in 
magnitude with the present-day pearling 
of the South Seas. 

Directing “these ancient fishertes, or- 
gamjzing the trade in pearls with the 
home cities. of Maya land, equipping 
and conducting mining expeditions td 
the copper deposits of the Lake Superior 
country or to the mica mines of Wes- 
tern Tennessee were scores of promo-

Some students, more 
distinguished for imagination than for 
Scientific’ conservatism, ascribed the 
structures to pyramid-building colonists 
‘from ancient Egypt. Others pretended 
to see in them relics of wandering 
‘Norsemen who landéd with Leif Eric- 
-gon and did not return. Still others 
identified the mound people with the 
famous lost tribes of Israel. Joseph 
| Smith; the founder of Mormonism, was 
of -tthis last persuasion. -The famous 
gold plates from which Smith claimed 
to have translated the Book of Mormon 
were believed by him to be the last sur- 
‘yiving record of this first Jewish mf 
gration to America, 
No one credits’such imaginative ex- 
| planations any more. Racially the 
Mound Builders were merely Indians. 
There is no. evidence of any essential 
@ifference between them and their de- 
»@cendants whom the Spanish and English 
_ edlonists found’ in possession of the 
country. This fact is proved by many 
/ similarities of bodily form, of social or- 
ganization, of agriculture and of indus- 
“trial arts; The majority of the pipes, 
‘Pots, tools or weapons found in the 
Mound Builder graves. might have come 
from any Indian workshop. 


Rulers From Anocther Latitude. 


But in some of their arts and customs 
the Mound Butlders were very different 
from the Indians of Columbian days. 
These Indians built no mounds; they 
worked metals very crudely, if at all; 
‘They had no great liking either for gold 
or for pearls; they did not carve stone. 
The Mound Builders did and liked all 
these things. Furthermore, there are 

‘facts which suggest that they had a 
© Feligious ritual and a political organiza- 
“tion quite different from that of the 
Columbian Indians. How are we to ac- 
g@ount for these traits and customs? 
“Whence came the engineering skill and 
the constructive enterprise which led an 
Indian race to build all those thousands 
ii of pppunde? > 
TI ‘>. probable that both the customs 
and the enterprise came into the country 
t the possession of a class of foreign 


ters, captains and engineers who came, 
Professor Perry believes, from the 
Mayan cities. These were the rulers 
whose traces we find, who trained and 
directed» the Indian. population, whose 
magic kept: them safé from redskin hos- 
tility, whose rituals of worship or of 
burial caused the erection of the famous 
mounds. 

The great age of the Maya civiliza- 
tion began about the time of Christ and 
had reached its maximum by about 400

for the culture of the Mound Builders, 
the entry of these leaders into the 
North American wilderness must have 
begun not much later than the fifth 
century, while the Goths and Vandals 
were still hammering at the remnants 
of the Roman Empire and while Clovis 
the obscure princeling of Belgium, was 
laying the’ foundations of the later 
powers of Germany and France. It is’ 
not impgssible, even, that a higher civil- 
ization existed in those days on the 
banks of the Missouri and the Ohio 
than could have been found along the 
Danube or the Rhine. \ 

Taught Agriculture, Worked Mines 

North America has been colonized not 
once, but twice. More than twelve cen- 
turies before our own hardy pioneers 
began to push out westward from. the 
thirteen States to subjugate the wilder- 
ness other pioneers had pushed north- 
ward from Mexico along the Gulf Coast, 
up the Mississippi River and out east- 
ward along the Ohio, the ‘Tennessee 
and other. streams. Here and there; we 
may imagine, they established « settlé- 
ments, Just as our own pioneers were 
to do many centuries later. These 
settlements were ruled by skilled and 
intelligent men. The Indfan population 
was organized, agriculture was taught, 
mines were hunted for and Wworked, the 
shellfish were made to yield their 
pearls. 

Gradually the Indian country was 





made a colonial empire of the Mayas, 


just as it became, between 1500 and 1700, 
a colonial:empire of the European pow- 
ers. From the multitude of mounds 
that have been left to us we must {m- 
agine that it was a great empire and a 
busy one, Some of the mounds were 
erected, we know, as tombs. Doubtless 
most of ‘the. Mayan colonists and rulers 
were buried thus. Other mounds ap- 
pear to have been dhideeasetat Waces or 
temples, similar to the atone -pyramids 
which existed in every aya city and 
many of which have been preserved. 
Still other -mounds appear to have 
served as. forts or protected places, in 
mucH the same way, no doubt, as 
did the later blockhouses: = our own 
pioneers, 

Bat we cannot imagine that all the 
time of the Mayan rulers or of their 
Indian dependents was spent in the mere 
exercise .of building mounds. Most of 
their efforts must have gone into the 
businesses which brought them there; 
into instructing and controlling the na- 
tives, into the development of the 
country. As these people are called the 
Mound .Builders, so we ourselves might 
be called the “Shouse builders.’’ Our 
civilization might be. distinguished in- 
deed by the fact that it does build per- 
manent houses and will leave behind it, 
if it passes away; vast ruins of stone 
and brick and cement. But we do. not 
spend all.of our time or energy in house 
building. An archaevlogist.of fifty cen- 
turies in the future would gather from 


a mags of ruined* house walls a far 
from’ perfect picture of what our- daily 
life was like. 


Transport Not Lacking. | 

Equally imperfect, we must imagine, 
would be our picture of ‘life in the Maya 
colonies of the United States if we im- 
-agined them devoted to heaping up 
mounds or to conducting religious. cere- 
monies on top of them. One thing that 
they did do, undoubtedly, was to teach 
the Indians how to grow and use the 
Indian corn, an art that the. Indians 
of the ‘eastern part of the country 
knew perfectly when the white men ~~ 
came among them. 

A more perfect picture of America’ fn 
Mound Builder times is :probably to be 
supplied by comparison with Britain 
under the Romans, with California’ in 
the days of the gold discoveries or with 
the Philippine Islands at the present’ mo- 
ment. In all these instances a foreign 
people, possessed of higher skill. and 
greater scientific knowledge, undertook 
to control and to develop a, country Ahe 
possible products. of which were needed 
or valuable. ‘Thee Romans—and still 
other peoples before them—went to Brit- 
ain for its tin. "The whites were lured 
to California by its gold. ‘We ourselves, 
although, we did not acquire the Philip-

Transportation is far easier now than 
it was in Mayan times, but it was by no 
means. lacking even then. ‘Every one 
who has studied the pottery, tools. or 
other relics of prehistoric America has 
noted the frequent occurrence of manu- 
factured objects far from ‘their probable 
sources. Native copper may be mined 
at few places in America, yet copper 
objects are found practically everywhere 
in/the tombs and village sites. Tur- 
quoise occurs only ‘at a dozen or so 
spots, mainly in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, yet turquoise’ beads are found in 
ancient Indian graves as far north as 
Ontario, Mica was much prized ,by all 
ancient American peoples, including the 
Mayas, and mica plates which must 
have come from Western North Carolina 
have been found many hundreds of miles 
away. 

Pre-Columbian Commerce. 
' All these facts indicate something that 
would be very plausible even without 
direct evidence; namely, the existence of 
an extensive and well-organized com- 
merce in North America in pre-Colum- 
bian times. Partly, no doubt, such ma- 
terfals move with the migrations of 
people. If,an Indian family migrated 
by easy stages eastward from the Rocky 
Mountains they might bring with them 
a knife blade of Wyoming obsidian, for 
archaeologists to find later in Iowa. 








Partly, also, such prehistoric staples as 
flint and soapstone and gold and tur- 


quoise would be passed from hand to

hand by a process‘of barter. me distri. 
bution of objects in these ways cannot 
be denied, 

Nevertheless there seems evidence of a 
real commerce in addition. If we are 
right in accepting Professor Perry’s 
idea that the Mayas colonized Eastern 
North America for the sake of the pearl 
fisheries, these colonists must have re- 
tained, for a time at least, a certain 
degree of contact with home. > Pearls 
gathered at the present site of Louls- 
ville or of Columbus would be shipped 
back to the Mayan cities. Copper ore, 
or even smelted copper, would go along. 
In return would come knives of obsidian, 
objects of hammered copper like the two 
helmets of. the Bainbridge graves, béads 
of turquoise, fine cloth from the Mex-~- 
ican’ looms,” probably a hundred other 
articles so ‘perishable that\we have: not 
yet found ‘any trace of them. 

Nor was the trade of the Maya Em- 
pire necessarily confined to the peari- 
fishing region of the Mound Builders. 
There is clear evidence of prehistoric 
workings in the gold deposits of Cali- 
fornia, in the copper ledges of e 
Superior, in the turquoise mines of New 
Mexico. “Even until Spanish times there

La Follette Jr., who easily won the Re- 
publican nomination last Tuesday, will 
also carry the. special election set for 
Sept. 29 in Wisconsin for the choice of 
a@ successor to his father, the late Sen- 
ator La Follette. 

‘Young Bob’’ rode to triumph in the 
Republican primaries on the crest of an 
old-time La Follette landslide. If he 
wins in November he will go to the Sen- 
ate as the youngest man ever sent to 
that body by a direct vote of the people, 
and as the first son of an American 
Senator to take his father’s seat by ai- 
rect succession. 

It ig. the latter circumstance, coupled 
with his, extreme youth, which would’ 
lend dramatic interest to his, advent in 
the Senate. ‘“Yéung Bob” would step 
into the charmed circle of striplings still 
in their early thirties who have claimed 
membership in the “‘most dignified. leg- . 
islative body in. the world.” The list 
can be counted on the fingers of both 
hands, but it includes the names of two 
Presidents and of some of the most chal- 
lenging figures in American political his- 
tory.

H® scientific fraternity cannot 
stand idly by when there is a 
secret Ground. Thé\latest to be 
uncovered is that the earth has 
a crust and that the crust floats. 
This, one of the great discoveries in 
earth science, was a fortunate by-prod- 
uct. of a bit-of pure research by geode- 
sists, whose main function is to deter- 
| mine the shape and size of the earth by 
the most: exact measurements over its 
surface and determinations of latitudes 
and longitudes by observations of the 
stars. The geodesist also uses in that 


gravity determined at 
places. 

That the earth’s crust floats has been 
proved only by measurements made on 
the continents and islands. Is it then 
safe to assume that the crust under -he 
oceans also floats? Perhaps so. but sci- 
entists are “from Missouri’ and want 
to be shown. 

This is in a fair way of being done. 
Professor Horace Lamb, the President 
of the British Association’ for ithe A/i- 
vancement of Science, announced at ‘its 
recent meeting that Dr. Vening Meinesz 
of the Dutch Geodetic Commission was 
planning to weigh the earth's crust under 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans during 
a voyage of a Dutch submarine from 
Holland to Java by way of the Panama 
Canal. Dr, Meinesz has already proved 
that the crust‘of the Indian Ocean ts 
normal in weight and it is reasonable to 
expect he will find a like condition un- 
der the two other great oceans.

This vessél was 
without doubt the most significant of 
all the Zeppelins constructed at Frieq- 
richshafen.’. Though she suffered  dis- 
aster at the end of a record-breaking 
flight; the very tragedy brought about 
a turning point in public interest, 
Little did Zeppelin realize, as he stood 
on the field of Echterdingen on the 
afternoon of that fateful August day in 
1908 and saw his work ruthlessly des- 
troyed by a storm, that not despair and 
heartbreak awaited him, but joyous tid- 


ings of a public Zeppelin subscription. 


Flight Over Switzerland. 

The reconstructed LZ-4 was launched 
on June 20, 1908. A second short test 
trip was undertaken on June 23. On 
July 1, Count Zeppelin astonished the 
world by starting out on his sensational 
viight: over. Switzerland; “going from 
Friedrichshafen, via Constance, to the 
Laka of the Four Cantons and thence, 
via ‘Koussnacht, to the Lake of Zug. 

Crossing the Horgen Pass, the ship had 
to fight a strong west wind, but won 
the battle easily. Unusual enthusiasm 
was. caused by the passage over Zurich. 
The.return to Friedrichshafen was made 
via Winterthur, Bergenz and. Lindau. 
‘The. flight had lasted twelve hours, 
without one mishap, and 200 miles had 
been covered. 

The greatest altitude reached was 
2,700 feet. Owing to the strong winds 
encountered on the outward voyage, 
progress was comparatively slow; but 
whenever air currents were favorable, a 
speed: of nearly ninety miles an hour 
was attained.

non-Mosiem Countries: It is their duty 
to’ bring “all these under the sway of 
Islam. The infidel world is regarded as 
“daru’l harb,"’ or a ‘‘zone of war."’ In 
this unending -struggle,; the Caliph is 
the leader of the forces of Islam, and 
according to unbroken tradition he must 
be an independent ruler, commanding an 
army and capable of making war. and 
truce. 


Complacent in His Belief. 

The Moslem fundamentalist is the in- 
carnation of complacent self-assurance. 
He confidently believes his to be the 
only true faith, and he maintains an 
attitude .of contempt for all who pro- 
fess any other, Of course, there are va- 
rioug groups of Moslem fundamentalists, | 
just as there are of Protestant tunda-" 
mentalists. The Protestants have their 
Baptists, Presbyterians, Methodists, who 
divide on. minor points of dogma. In the 
same way Islam has its Sunnees, 
Shiahs, Wahabites, Senoussis and so.on. 

As long.as Idlam was victorious in its 
struggle with the infidel world, the dom- 
ination of the Moslem. fundamentalists 
Was undisputed, but with the gradual 
conquest of the Moslem world by the 
Western Powers, the uniform self-assur- 
ance and arrogant assumption of supe- 
riority characteristic of all Musselmans 
began to weaken. 

A questioning attitude of mind. ap- 
peared in many parts of Islam. Moham- 
medans went in increasing numbers to 
school in the West. The war years and 
the period since have: seen this move- 
ment grow until it is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that more Moslems today go 
to England and France fér purposes of 
education and commerce than go on the 
pilgrimmage to Mecca. 

The result of this opénirig up of Islate 
to the west has been, first, a renais- 
sance. Into the Moslem world has come 
the science and the learriing of the 
Occident. Minds wholly given over to 
superstition are aequiring scientific

facts ahd scientific methods of thought. 
Naturally, scientific .methods,, once ac- 
quired, cannot limited to government, 
industry and agrictilture. Moslem schol; 
ars are ‘using them in examining their 
religion. ' 

. Od Faith Shaken, 

As @ reauin: a reformation is urder 
Way, an effort to make Mohammedan- 
ism compatible with modern life. And 
on top-of this has come the nationalist 
movement, which has destroyed the pri- 
ority of the Moslem's allegiance to his 
faith. Today he is a nationalist first 
and a Moslem second. 

Nationalism in Islam is an imitative 
movement. ‘The Moslem peoples have 
seen the nations 6f the West rise to pow- 
er and wealth through nationalism and 
they feel they can do likewise. The ex- 
tent to which nationalism has disrupted 
the unity of Islam can be judged by 
three facts. India for the first time in 
itshistory has seen a Hindu-Moslem 
alliance. In Egypt there has been a 
union of Moslems and Copts, with a flag 
on which the Christian cross and the 
Moslem crescent both find a place. And 
xing Houssein of the Hedjaz gave to the 
Arab nationalist movement this. motto: 
“Before we were Christians and before 
we were Moslems we were Arabs, and it' 
is as Arabs. we will build up our native 
land again.” But it remained for na- 
tionalist Turkey to strike Islam its 
greatest blow in abolishing the Cali- 
phate. 

The Medernist’s Position. 

The Moslem modernist believes that 
Mohammedanism has some spiritual 
‘values which must be conserved while the 
faith is brought into harmony with mod- 
ern thought. He is. in a very difficult po- 
sition. The fundamentalists anathenia- 
tize him‘and mgintain that Islam can 
only regain its strength by a return to 
the old faith. The extreme nationalists, 
whose attitude toward religion is that of 
the Bolsheviks of Russia, ridicule. him, 
insisting that all religion {s a hindrance 
to progress, little realizing that they 
have a religion of their own in which the 
State is deified. 

The inflexibility of Mohammedanism 
is a great obstacle to the Modernist. 
The fact that the authorship of the 
Koran is divine and its contents per- 





fect gives it a rigidity. that almost 





‘Observers find it interesting to nore 
that’ in 1921 the nationalist press in 


‘| Constantinople: indulged in a long dla-| 


lectic» regarding the virgin birth of 
Christ with the\Jerideh-i-ihmiyeh (Theo- 
logical Review), the official journal (of 
the Sheik-ul-Islam, chief Telifious au- 
thority in the old Ottoman Empire. As 
the Koran states that Christ was born 
of a virgin, the’ .nationaliste thought 
they could undermine the whdle Moslem 
faith hy. disproving this statement. The 
Shiek-ul-Islam, guardian of the faith, 

ended the tenect-as valiantly as any 
Western Fundamentalist. 

The Mohammedan modernist is driven 
to extreme rationalizations and extrava- 
gant exegesis unless he abandots en- 
tirely the orthodox conception of the 

The Hohammedan Madernist ts driven 
Koran, He must regard it as the Prot- 
estant Modernist regards the Gospels. 
It is difficult for him to do so, for the 
Koran was supposedly written by Allah, 
while the Gospelg: were not written by 
Christ but are merely a¢counts of his 
life written by other men. — 


The Moslem Character: 

In. general, / scientific methods of 
study, of the highér criticism, aa. it is 
called in theological circles, enhance the 
moral and spiritual values of Chris- 
tianity, because they reveal. the his- 
torical Jesus as'a religious leader uf 
unique purity, courage and undératand- 
ing. Unfortunately, the same methods 
tend to reveal Mohammed as-a shrewd 
soothsayer, voluptuous, ambitions, op- 
portunistic and cruel, although with a 
deep mysticism pervading his whole 
character. 

The result of the scientific ‘examina- 
tion of Islam has been that many 
thoughtful and sincerely spiritual Mos- 
lems havé entirely repudiated their 
faith. The following statement, written 
by a -well-known Turk and published 
last August in a Constantinople news- 
paper, givea very well the point of view 
of an increasing group of intellectuals: 

‘The disintegration of the Turkish 
people in the past has been primarily 
due to their religion. Islam, a cloak 
cut and modeled for Arabia, has been 
put around our necks’ by force and has 
kept us tied to our bedsteads, prevent- 
ing us from -developing ‘freely our 
natural and national abilities. Allah 
says in the Koran, ‘Verily we have sent 
down the Koran in the Arabia language 
so that you may understand it.’ From 
these words it is evident that the Keran 
has been addressed to the Arabs, and 
the Turks can have no share in ‘it. 

“In the\early ages of superstition .it 
was only natura) that each people should 
have a God of their own creation, and 
consequently it was very natural that 


the revengeful Arab. should have a- 


mighty, revengeful God. However much 


is not: the creator of evil; > 

no evil. If He casmot prevent &. dis- 
aster or calamity, He ‘weeps together 
with’ those who suffer and need ¢on- 
solation. 


“The Arabs have ‘patna us Tarks’ “bd ; 


forcing upon Ws a God of their own 
creation. This God does not Jatk some 
good and noble qualities. But He has 
attributes which have paralyzed our na- 
tional and normal growth. Our minds 
have remained puaxzted in the midst of 
contradictions. “The disintegration of 
Persia ig due to the same cause,"" - 
Recently @ Turkish newspaper sald, 
“No ‘thinking Turk can be a Moslem 
today." Certainly this.is characteristic 


of the attitude of the present rulers of 


Turkey toward religion. 

The religious situation in Turkey to- 
day indicatea: the probable ‘future 
throughout all Islam. ‘The ruling classes 
will be actually freethinkers, although 
calling themselves Moslems. The masses 
will be Moslems, whose devoutnesa: will 
progressively decrease. From time to 
time there will he a Fundamentalist re- 
vival such ea that which ia now aweep- 
ing over the United States. 

The movement of-religious thought 
throughout the whole world appears to 
be away from belief in spiritual au- 
thority invested in Caliph, Pope, Church, 
Bible or Koran, toward belief in spiri- 
tual authority invested in each indi- 
vidual. Man ia coming more and more 
to .accept as his spiritual guide hia 
own religious experience and intellect. 
Fundamentalism hes to reckon with 
Modernism.

If the world—our world—is ta.be saved, 
obviously the thing most needed is that 

man shall be raised to a level where 
he shall no longer, like a child playing 
with a loaded pistol, constantly risk 
destroying himself by misuse of his own 
power. It is difficult to see where this 
education is to come from if not from 
the new psychology which claims to 
bring order out of the chaos of blindly 
struggling forces in man’s subconscious 
mind. 

My first question was this:, ‘‘Do you 
believe that it is possible to apply the 
methods and results of individual 








psychology “to the interpretation of 
history?” 

Dr. Adler réplied: 

“Individual psychology holds that the 
most important key to the understand, 
ing of both péersonal-and mass problems. 


inferiority complex, arid its conse- 
quences. The truth of this is today rec- 
ognized by all tendencies of psychology 
and psychiatry. From our poiht of view, 
each fact of history, each phase of the 
evolution of culture represents an at- 
tempt, sometimes successful and at 
other times futile, to erase this sense of 
inferiority in a person or a group. Often 
the attempte“6f persons and.groups run 
together in this direction.. 

“According to individual psychology, 
the second basic principle permeating all 
historic evolution is the sense of solidar- 
ity innate in every human society. The

degree to which this sensé of solidarity 
is developed in a person gives the meas- 
-ure, not only of his desires, but even 
more of his actions. The same holds 
good of groups. 

“Higtory judges human: actions -ac- 
cording to the degree of human golidar- 
ity which is expressed in them. With- 
out exception those deeds and events are 
regarded as great and valuable which 
are saturated with the sense of human 
solidarity, which promote the welfare 
of the whole. 

“Lack of this sense of solidarity, al- 
ways~due to an increased serise of infe- 
riority, drives the individual into neu- 
rosis or crime and groups and nations 
toward the abyss of self-extermination."’ 


Individual and Mass. 

Then I asked him:. “Do. you belleve 
that the motives of group action are dif- 
ferent from the. sum total of motives of 
individuals forming the group? In other 
words, do you believe that there are 
laws of group psychology distinct from 
laws of the-psychology of the indi- 
vidual? How do the methods and find- 
ings of your-individual psychology ap- 
ply to groups?"’ 

"The motives which actuate a crowd,” 
Professor Adler replied, ‘are always 
veiled in darknéss and are always per- 
ceived and interpreted by the persons 
who are in the grip of the mass current 
as solutions for their individual! . needs 


tural. facilities; in the -reluctance~ of | 
young people to get married, ot matried 
people to have children; ina Joyless ex- 
istenoe, in cOntinuous irritation. and 
‘nervousness. 

“All these factors increase the sense 
of: inferiority, produce an exaggerated 
sensitjveness and drive -the individual 
to’ seek ‘solutions.’ Any outside “inter 
ference appears to an individual in this 
state of mind as a threat to his secur- 
ity: and rouses him to active er pas- 
sive self-defense. The young men who 
murdered the Austrian heir to the 
throne were individuals at-oijids with 
themselves. “The crowds which subse- 
quently clamored for war as @ solution 
and the -still larger crowds accepting 
War as a solution consisted similarly 
of individuals. at odds with themselves. 

“Motives of hatred’ appear most clear- 
ly in the economic disturbances of our 
time. The class struggle is carried on 








by crowds made up of individuals Whose 
quest for an.inwardly and outwardly 
balanced mode of life is ‘thwarted. On 
the other hand, these mass movements 
produce further disturbing motives jn 
the individuals, ; 

“Mass movements: always proceed 
with a fitm dnd regoliite step toward 
their destructive aims; for destruction 
means to the masses a release from 
situations felt to be intolerable and thus 
appears to them as.a preliminary con- 
djtion of improvement. 


Man Always Right. 


“The craving for power is:in masses 
as in individuals an expression of the 
sense of inferiority, of inadequacy. 
Therefore mgss movements can “be 
properly understood only from the per- 
spective of individual psychology, which 
shows how this striving upward, which 
permeates all humanity, originates in 
the individual. In his struggle for 
greater security man is always some- 
how right, even though his methods. be 
inadequate. 

‘Thus: the fashion of bobbed hair, ex- 
preasing woman's desire to eliminate an 
external difference between herself and 
man, originates in the so-called. ‘mascu- 
line protest’ of women; in women’s 
tendency to be and feel themselves as 
being of equal rank with men. The in-

“The bd of an age reach out for 
an answer find it in a man, In 
him mankind's struggle for salvation is 
ré-enacted, only with a greater -clarity 
and intensity than in other men., The 
very essence of his being is this strug- 
gle; and therefore he cannot fit himself 
into the inherited forms of life. They 
¢ramp him and he tries to burst them. 
In order to adjust himself to existence, 
he has to reorganize it. But he can 
succeed only if his endeavor coincides 
with @ mass current and serves to pro- 
mote and elevate the group. The power 
of the individual leader, of the ‘great 
man,’ is limited by the degree to which 











the masses are prepared; by their 
capacity to fall in line with him. 
Making ef a Leader. 

“What are the personal requirements 
of such leadership? A strongly developed 
sense of solidarity, first of all. An op- 
timistic outlook and sufficient self-con- 
fidence come next. The leader must. be 
endowed with capacity for quick action; 
he must not belong: to. the type of the 
dreamer of onlooker. ‘He must. have 
ease in his contact with pedple and must 
possess tact, so as not to frustrate the 
assent of others. His. preparation, -his 
training, must be above the average. 
~He. must, in a word; be a real human 
being who possesses courage and equip- 
ment. In him lives the dream of others. 

“All these required features are prod- 
ucts of upbringing in home, school: and 
life. Today the education-of children is 
burdened by many errors. - Individual 
psychology points out the weaknesses of 
present-day. education and devises a bet- 
ter. preparation for the battle of life. 
For the upbringing of normal and. né- 
glected or nervous children it prescribes 
measures reinforcing the sense of solid- 
arity, csunteracting the sense of Iinferi- 
ority and converting it. into a source of 
industry and effort, stimulating courage 
and improving the’ all-round equipment 
of both mind and body,

The 
poorly Machined orifice does not have 
the same characteristics as the one of 
better quality, and no-meahs of properly 
rating them was found. The Ghalabber: 
istics do’ not’ remain constant, as any 
sinall particle of dirt or cdérrosion upsets 
all the predetermined qualities. 

“In car operation, gasoline. tanks, 
vacuum tenks, fuél linés and float bowls 
all collect dirt. and they will in time 
show corrosion. The cles aré car- 
ried along. the fuel conduits up to the 
restricted: bore of the fuel orifice. “Here 
they lodge in the orifice and trouble re- 
sults. If the drifice is poorly machined 
small particles cling to; the rough edges 
and cut the fuel flow, which may cause 
the engine to. backfire oF operate 
erratically. Thus a good fuel separator 
is essential. The use of the small high- 
speed lathe for, drilling and Yeaming the 
tiny openings tes solved the machining 
problem. Measurements with the micro- 
scope to one one-hundred-thousandth 
of an inch prove this to be true. 

“Tt is common experience to find that 
the engine operates. better when warm 
than when cold. That is, leas fuel can 
be.used in the mixture when the engine 
is warm, Nearly every carburetor as it 
warms to the ‘engine temperature de- 
livers..a. richer mixture of fuel and air, 
or the opposite, than is required. ‘The 
fuel orifice in the carburetor has a great 
effect on this enrichment... It has been 
demonstrated that a change of the fuel 
orifice to one adapted to the carburetor 
will cause that device to deliver the 
sama value or leaner mixtures as the 
temperature increases. 

“Such _~ emall object as the fuel orifice 
is a very important part of a carburetor 
and must be made correctly and within 
close limits or the car cannot function 
properly.”

A bridge across the Hudson 
or tunnels beneath the river offered the 
only means. Mr, Rea. was assigned 
to inspect the underground railroads. of 
London, which he already had studied 
and written upon. His new investiga- 
tion of the subject prepared the way 
for his road’s enfrance into Manhattan 
some years later by. the first under- 
water tubes for railroad trains in the 
New Hemisphere. 

From 1892 omward Mr. Rea was re- 
sponsible for the construction and pro- 
motion of new branches and lines, in 
addition to the financial and corporate 
work of the Pennsylvania’s subsidiary 
companies, This work he continued 
after his election as Vice President in 
1899, ‘when he also took charge of the 
engineering and accounting departments. 
At one time he was President, Vice 
President or director of more than a 
hundred companies in the Pennsylvania 
system, constantly reduced through 
mergers.

Rea believes in the necessity for such a 
structure even more. strongly than in 
1884, although he considers it podsible 
that the, ralirgad connections might end 
upon the New Jersey side instead of the 
New York shore, as first planned, and 
the proposed terminus be mayed uptown 
to Fifty-seventh Street. \ 

By degrees the task of conquering the 
Hudson slipped into the hands of Mr. 
Rea. It was a prodigious undertaking 
that stirred his imagination and inven- 
tive bent, Financial troubles of the '80s 
and the cost of building a single span 
bridge twice the length of that between 
Brooklyn and New York served to block 
the project. Still Mr. Rea and Mr, Lin- 
denthal talked ‘and dreamed of their 
Hudson River bridge. In 1890 Congress 
was won over to the plan and a Federal 
charter granted for its construction. But 
finaricial embarrassments again settled 
upon the railroads and attempts at 
further progress’ proved futile. 

Throughout all of this period Mr. ‘Rea 
continued | td, study tunnels and bridges 
and draw plans for getting the railways 
across the Hudson. He probably ac- 
quired more information upon the sub- 
ject than anyother one man. Some 
years before an English company had 
undertaken to drive tunnels beneath the 
river near Canal Street, but abandoned 
the enterprise. Mr. Rea and associates 


would not consider subaqueous tunnels

CLUB WANTS FEDERAL RADIO COMMISSION 














Chicago Organization Suggests Hoover Establish Group of Experts to Cope With 
Broadcasting Problems’— Northwest Radio Show Oct. 5 


HH redio division of the Plectric 
Club of Chicago has forwarded the 
following communication to the De- 

partment of Commerce: 

““Radto reception is becoming increas- 
ingly unsatisfactory to the genera] pub- 
lic because of constant interference be- 
tween. stations and heterodyne whistles 
dus to fluctuations In wave length. There 
is a vast and costly duplication of effort 
fn the same locality. Hundreds of new 
stations are now being planned and will 
demand licenses to operate in an already 
congested band of wave lengths. With 
the stations now operating and those 
known to be in contemplation, the situ- 
ation next Winter will be nothing short 
of chaotic and will threaten an industry 
and a publi¢ service which, properly 
regulated and controlled, should be on 
of the most enlightening and progressive 
influences in modern life.

Today the standard sets are sold with a 
guarantee of one year; which is more 
than ample. ,There ‘has been a great 
advance in manufacturing sets, and if 
the owners do not tamper with them 
‘there is very little to get out of order 
and néed readjustment. A radio set is 
not like an automobile and is not subject 
to wear and tear. The old problem af 
service is thus solving itself. The manu-. 
facturer, the jobber and the dealer will 
not in the future offer the public a 
product which will not last: It is not 
to their interest. to do so. The less re- 
liable dealer is thus being forced to 
handle” standard ° products. Radio sets 
must be sold to stay sold. 

“The public has everywheré gained 
confidence of late in radio. products. In 
the past a considerable number of peo- 
ple remained skeptical, or’ at least held 
off from purchasing. until the science 
should be perfected. It was commion’’'to 
hear radio praised, but with the proviso 
that. it would be time to buy .radio sets 
a few years hence, when they had been 
furtfier developed. Suppose that twenty 
years or léss ‘ago the same reasoning

“There will probably be manufactured 
and sold this coming year some 2,000,000 
radio sets, There are at present more 
than 4,000,000 seta in operation. So 
common has become the practice of trad- 
ing in sets that during the next year 
probably 90 per cent. of the standard sets 
in use will be renewed in some form, In 
some instances new parts will be added 
and the older sets will be brought up to 
date. A large proportion of them will 
be traded in for completely new ‘equip- 
ment. The replacement business alone 
should afford good’ profits this ‘season, 
even without the profit on new sales. 

‘It is quite as important to the radio 
trade this year that. the public be. edu- 
cated to appreciate good radio equip- 
ment as it is to creat new radio fans.

HALF A MILLION FARMS 
NOW RADIO EQUIPPED 


More than half a million farms in the 
United States are now equipped | with 
radio, the Department of Agriculture 
estimates, following a ‘nation-wide sur- 
vey through county agricultural agents. 
A similar survey last year showed 365,- 
000 farms on which there were radid sets 
and in 1923 only 145,000 farms. 

This rapid increase in the use of radio 
by farmers is due, department officials 
declare, to the need for prompt market 
information in merchandising farm prod- 
ucts,’ to the educational value of radio 
and to its entertainment features. Many 
county agents reported that. farmers. 
have installed radio sets primarily to re- 
ceive weather and market reports. ‘ 

The departmentis estimate of 550,000 
sets is based upon reports from 1,056 
county agents. Illinois leads the list in 
number of sets on farms, the estimate |' 
for that. State being 46,000 sets; New 
York is next with 39,000 sets on farms;

The fourteenth century gave birth to 
a nation of decorative buttons.

The extension of the Grand Boulevard 
and ‘Concourse’ southward to 188th 
Street by the widening of Mott Avenue 
to 182 feet was the chief business before 
the Bronx Chamber of Commerce at its 
meeting .in Borough Hall Tuesday eve- 
ning.

TRECENT DECISIONS 


Courts, in Unreported Decisions, 
oe Answer Many Questions of 
| Interest to Dealers, ’ 


The. New York ‘Law Review. prints ‘in 
its current issue the following unre- 


ported decisions affecting real estate: 


Liens—A mechanic's lien can only 
tover the value. of work performed and 
material furnished and cannot embrace 
damages suffered by breach of contract. 
Any judgment for $25 or over becomes 
a lien upon real property when properly 
docketed in’ the county clerk’s office, 
irrespective of whether or not part ot 
the §25 is for: costs. 

Lis Pendens—The right to retain a lis 
pendens depends upon the allegations 
of the complaint and not upon the prob- 
able outcome: of the case as shown by 
affidavits. On a motion to cancel a lis 
pendens the court may not. search the 
complaint as on a demurrer, If the com- 
plaint shows that it affects title to real 
Property its sufficiency.to justify the

questioned, 
Forcible Entry and Detainer — An 


action for “forcible entry or detainer,” 
brought pursuant to § of -the Real 
Property law, is not an action to ‘‘re- 
cover a penalty or forfeiture imposed 
by “a within the meaning of $148, 
ah action need not be tried in the 
county where the action arose, 

Chattel Mortgages—Where there is a 
provision in a chattel mortgage that 
the mortgagee may sell and dispose of 
the mortgaged property at public or 
private sale and there is no provision for 
a notice of sale, it is not necessary that 
any notice of sale be given. Even if a 
chattel mortgage contains no provision 
requiring the mortgagor to pay any de- 
ficiency, the obligation to do so may be 
enforced. 

Ejectment Damages — In actions in 
ejectment the measure of damages of 
the plaintiff is either the rental value 
or the actual rents and profits of the 
property. 
Property—An encroachment on 
a public highway of two inches is sub- 
stantial and renders the title to the 
property unmarketable. 

Landlord and Tenant—When a lease 
contains a provision prohibiting a 
tenant from assigning or subletting 
without the consent of the landlord, the 
court is without power to compel the 
landlord to give such assent, even 
though the disposition of such léase 
is désirable and necessary for the pur- 
pose of dissolution of the tenant. An 
ice dealer cannot-compel an apartmént 
house owner to permit him to sell ice 
therein. 

Vendor and Purchaser—A provision in 
a contract to sell, that if the seller can- 
not give a good and clear title, the de- 
posit should be returned and the seller 
shall be lable only for the cost of exam- 
ination of title and incidental expenses, 
does not protect the seller against the 
consequences of its own affirmative mis- 
conduct.

Auctioneers—The, acceptance of the 
highest bid by an auctioneer’s knock;

A bidder is 
bound by the auctioneer’s signature, 
because after the drop of the hammer 
he is presumed, as a matter of law, to 
be the buyer‘s agent to execute the 
memorandum. No irrevocable agency 
arises after the knockdown and before 
the memorandum, as the bidder can 
still withdraw, and the auctioneer can 
refuse without legal penalty to execute 
the memorandum, no matter how ar- 
bitrary his refusal may be. As to the 
refusal of an auctioneer to sign , the 
memorandum, no matter how wrong it 

may be morally, he can stfll escape 
legal liability. His implied agreement 
with the highest bidder to accept his 
bid is only an. agreement to reduce the 
contract to writing.

Where an auctio 
representing an undisclosed principal 
exceeds his authority in knocking down 
property to a bidder, he cannot be held 
for breach of warranty of authority in 
the absence of the compliance with the 
Statute of Frauds, because in order to 
make the agent Mable the unauthorized 
contract must be one which the law 
would enforce against the principal if 
it had been properly authorized by him.

on the atctioneer’s breach of warranty 
of an unenforcible contract, none can 
arise where the auctioneer’s principal is 
osed and where the latter is not 
bound by an enforcible contract.

Motor Transportation Necessary 
for Right Suburban Develop- 
ment, Says L. $. Miler, 


“Until Westchester County develops « 
cross-country system of motorbus trans- 
portation, the county never will attain 
full value. as a@ suburb of New York 
City, Leverett 8. Miller, President of 


Railroad, declared yesterday. 

Mr. Miller’s assertion was contained 

in his reply to a letter from L. Ward 

of Prince & Ripley, realtors, with 

in New York City and in princi- 
pal cities of Westchester County. Mr. 
Prince had asked for suggestions as to 
the requirements of a transportation 
system that would fit and keep pace 
with the growth of the county: 
trating Mr. Miller’s reply was a map, 
prepared for the purpose, to show ex- 
iating rail and trolley lines serving West- 
chester, and the distribution of popula- 
tion, shown by dots, éach representing 
100 residents of the county, ~_ 

You will note how the population in 
ite growth has ‘followed the main ar 
terles of transportation, until the im 
mediate sections have tended to conges- 
tion,” wrote Mr, Miller, “At first there 
was the ‘retail’ development, the popu- 
lation increasing by small units, first 
along rail lines and: then along horse 
ear and trolley lines, 

“Now hea come the ‘wholesale’ devel- 
opment, with houses added by hundreds 
in the many improvements being un- 
dertaken. These wholesale develop- 
ments are Of necessity located reason- 
ably near existing lines of transporta- 
tion. What fe now needed are side or

This 
splendidly designed system, representing 
a large investment by the county, may 
easily lose its full value to the people 
unless transportation lines are fitted to 
it. The two investments cannot go along 
independ -of each other. They muat 
te planned in unison.” 

Mr. Miller, who also is receiver for th 
Westchester Street Railway and Preai- 
dent of the New York and Stamford, 
pointed out that in the ten years there 
had not been a mile of trolley tracks laid 
in Westchester, although .many miles 
had been abandoned.
